NAT SANDS OUT OF JAIL. 


HIS BONDS REDUCED TO $25,000 anD 
SECURED BY FRIENDS. 

BripGEport, Conn., June 30.—After being 
restrained of his liberty for nearly three years 
by reason of the suits brought against him by 
the city and county of New-York, Nathaniel 
Sands was to-day released from jail. He was orig- 
inally committed on ajudgment for about $150,- 
000, obtained against him by the county of New- 
York, to recover the commissions he had been 


paid by the Controller forrefunding at a lower 
rate of interest $15,000,000 of the county debt. 
This Spring the Judgment was dismissed by the 
New York Court of Appeals. Being thus released 
from custody, Mr. Sands set out to léave the 
State. On the day he left, however, and started 
for New-York State behind a pair of speedy 
horses, the opposing lawyers brought a new suit 
in behalf of the city’ of New-York, and gave 
Sheriff Swartz the papers to serve upon the de- 
fendant. Mr. Sands was intercepted by a Deputy 
Sheriff near Danbury and brought back to con- 
finement in this city. 

Afew days later a motion was made before 
Judge Stoddard to reduce the bond below the 
sum of $50,000. This motion was refused. Mr. 
Sands’s lawyers kept at work, however, and 
tinally suceeeded 1m persuading the plaintiff’s 
counsel to be satisfied with a bond for $25,000. 
Attorneys Townsend and Watrous came over 
from New-Haven this morning to complete the 
arrangements, and after they had formally ac- 
cepted the twenty-five thousand dollar bonds, 
Mr. Sands was released. There are four sure- 
ties, allof them residents of this city. One is 
Mr. George C. Waldo, but neither he, Sheriff 
Clarkson, Jailer Wells, or Attorney Chamber- 
lain, would divulge the names of the others. 
They say that Mr. Sands does not want it known 
wha his bondsmen are. Mr. Waldo stated that 
he and the others were guaranteed in turn by 
the American Indemnity Trust Company, of 
New-York City. Mr. Sands will reside in this 
city for the present:

JEFF DAVIS ON JHE FEAGS. 


EE SAYS THE CONFEDERATES HAVE NOT 
SURRENDERED THEIR PRINCIPLES. 


BaLTIMORE, June 30.—The Sun has the 
following letter from Jefferson Davis in refer- 
ence to the return of the Southern battle flags: 


“Tf the object now be to unite the people of the 
North and South as brethren in the Union, asa 
means to that end every sign of past conflict should, 
as far as practicable, be obliterated. To retain as a 
point of pride a flag captured in battle by either the 
Union or Confederate soldiers would be equivalent 
to renewed exultation of triumph by the one 
or the other, and surely not a step toward 
the restoration of peace. Flags captured from 
a foreign enemy may he retained as trophies 
after peace, but here a cessation of hostilities is not 
——— lo be the equivalent to fraternization. I 
1ave heard of various instances in which Southern 
soldiers having retained flags captured in battle, 
did after the war send them back to the organization 
from which they were captured, and | have heard of 
no instance when such trophy has been displayed at 
areunion of Southern soldiers to manifest their 
success in battle over their Northern brethren. 

*Our men fought for a principle, and they have 
not surrendered, but rather hopelessly lived to see 
the eood sense of the Northern men revert to the 
teachings of their sires and re-establish the Govern- 
ment according to the Constitution on which 
it was founded. That is the only victory 
which would be to them and their chil- 
dren a thing to .be prized and_ gloritied. 
When the Confederate Government evacuated 
Richmond many flags captured in battle were de- 

osited in the War Office in Richmond. So far as [ 

now they were all left there and found by the 
United States troops when they entered the city. 
This would, at least, exhibit proof of the fact that 
the South did not wish to treasure up such evi- 
dence of any triumphs it ever had over the North. 

“When Washington received the surrender of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown he required the British 
colors to be delivered to him incases. The United 
States Government presented those flags to Gen. 
Washington, and he left them to George Washington 
Parke Curtis, by whom they were intrusted to me 
when I was Secretary of War anda lett in the War 
Office at Washington. Though these were former 
flags, and signs of avery memorable occasion, the 
then United States Government did not deem them 
of sufficient importance to be exhibited as trophies 
ot avictory over a former enemy, but presented 
them tothe soldier to whom they had been sur- 
rendered. 

“The South has manifested no desire to have pos- 
session of the flags lost in battle; their value depart- 
ed when they were surrendered, and the excitement 
which has been created over the proposition to re- 
turn both to the North and the South the flags they 
had lost in battle seems very like a tempest 
in a teapot. Whether they should lie and 
be consumed by moth in boxes of the United 
States War Office, or be returned to their 
formiét owners, has one element of value, which is 
that the réstoration would be a declaration. such 
as the old Romans made, that there should be no 
triumph fora victory wonin civil war. So far as it 
should express the feeling of restored fraternity, it 
would be anadvance toward that condition which 
all reasonable men will recognizeas desirable among 
those who are so live together.” 

CONS lee i SR as 
EARTHQUAKE SHOOKS. 

ConTocook, N. H., June 80,—A_ shock of 
earthquake was felt in this vicinity at 5:10 P. M., 
jarring everything perceptibly. The shock lasted 
about five seconds and moved apparently from east 
to west. 

CONCORD, N. i., June 30.—One of the most 
distinct shock of earthquake ever experienced here 
was felt at 5:09 o’clock this afternoon. There were 
several distinct vibrations, crockery and windows 
being rattled and heavy buildings perceptibly 
jarred. In some instances persons ran from their 
houses through fear, and the shock at the State 
House was so severe that several legislators and 
others sought safety from impending danger in 
flight. The course of the vibrations seemed to be 
from the northwest, and reports from surrounding 
towns show that the shonk was felt as strongly 

Within their limits as in this vicinity. 

BELLOWS FALLs, Vt., June 30.—Quite a dis- 
tiuct shock of earthquake is reported by many towns 
in this vicinity at about 5 o’clock to-night, it being 
most pronounced in Walpole, Saxton’s River, and 
Bellows Falls. Itlasted 38 seconds. Dishes were 
rattled, and the movement of buildings was plainly 
seen. 

MANCHESTER, N, H., June 30.—This city was 
visited by an earthquake at 6:15 this evening, the 
rumbling being of unusnal length and suttictently 
powerful to shake buildings and contents. It was 
noticeable in all sections, but did no serious damage,

A KING OF COUNTERFEITERS 


PARDONED AFTER A LONG 
IMPRISONMENT. 

THE PRESIDENT SETS THOMAS BALLARD 
FREE CONVINCED THAT HE IS A 
REFORMED AND BROKEN DOWN MAN. 

WASHINGTON, June 30,—The President’s 
pardon sets at liberty a man who was in his day 
unquestionably the most skillful counterfeiter 
who has ever operated in this country, but 
whose present condition is such that Mr. Brooks, 

Chief of the Secret Service, who never before 

recommended the pardon of a counterfeiter, 

favored his release, and when the fact 
of the pardon was announced to the Se- 
cret Service Bureau this afternoon there was 

a general and hearty exclamation of pleasure. 

Thomas Ballard was born in New-York State 
in 1840. His parents were from Boston, and all 
their associations were thoroughly respectable, 
except that after the boys took to counterfeiting 

a sister of the mother was for years mixed up 

with them. There were five sons and every 

one of them took to counterfeiting. The 
father was a carriage painter, and when 

Thomas was 18 he went to work for 

a carriage builder in New-York named 

Hinman. Hinman was connected by 

marriage with Joshua Miner, a powerful politi- 

cian and a rich city contractor. Miner saw that 

Ballard was a remarkably bright fellow and had 

him spend four years in one of the bank note 


engraving concerns in New-York learning en- 
graving, and he also enabled him to ob- 
tain a good deal of information about the 
way things were managed in the Treasury. 
From 1862 to 1870 a wholesale manufacture 
and distribution of counterfeit monsy was car- 
ried on by Miner and Hinman as capitalists, 
Thomas Ballard as engraver, paper maker, and 
general scientist; John and some other Ballard 
boys as assistants, and Cole and others as 
agents and distributors. ‘Thomas Ballard 
solved the mystery of the fibre paper used 
by the Government. He could make the 
paper, engrave the plates, make the ink, and 
print the notes,.and his engraving is said by ex- 
perts to have been equal to and often superior 
to any that in those early days was done in the 
Government Bureau of Engraving. His fibre 
paper Was just as good as that made for the 

overnment., This concern was ready to counter- 
feit anything. Ballara’s first work was a plate for 
the one-doliar greenback; then followed a two- 
dollar note on the Shoe and Leather Bank of 
New-York. Then came plates torten-dollar bills 
of three national banks in Poughkeepsie; 
twenty-dollar Shoe and Leather bills, and finally 
plates for printing one-hundred-dollar and five- 
hundred-dollar Treasury notes, and this is not 
an entire list. 

Ballard married an estimable woman, the lady 
to whom the President makes such a graceful 
reference, and who supposed for years that her 
husband was a reputable carriage painter, 
working in Hinman’s shop, Ballard never drank 
or smoked; he was perfectly regularin his hours 
and fond of his wife. Her suspicions were never 
aroused till the detectives got after him. Every 
morning he left his house, 225 West 
Fifty-third-street, ostensibly for Hinman’s 
shop, but went to 256 Rivington-street, where 
the counterfeit money was made. There he shut 
himself up in his room, and staid there till 
toward night. On Rivington-street he was un- 
derstood to be a night watchman in the Custom 
House, who of course slept all*day, and went to 
work as evening approached. LBallard lived 
this double life for years without exciting sus- 
picion. Ballard was arrested in October, 1871. 
with some of his confederates, and was locked 
up in Ludlow-Street Jail, but the next month 
he escaped, whether by his own ingenuity or 
Miner’s money and influence is not known. 
Miner was afraid of his testimony. 

For nearly three years Ballard was a fugitive 
from justice, and no trace of him could be found, 
though a reward of $5,000 was out for him. 
Finally the police of Buffalo got hold of George 
Ballard, and by threats and by promises of im- 
munity they induced him to point out the house 
where his brothers, his aunt, and another woman 
were carrying on their business, The house was 
surrounded and all the occupants captured. In 
the house was a scientific brary, a tine chem- 
ical laboratory, quantities of. plain and fibred 
bank note paper, and every appliance for coun- 
terfeiting on a large écale, The plates’ were 
not very good, far inferior -to the work 
ot Thomas Ballard, except one extremely fine 
plate on a# Canadian bank that Thomas 
was at work on. Five men divided the reward 
between them, among whom was Reed, who had 
distributed the ‘ queer’ money, but whose 
daughter had been betrayed by Ben Ballard, 
and who wanted revenge. Ben Ballard was sent 
to Michigan; George -was allowed to go West 
free; William Ballard had, about the same time, 
been arrested in Lockport, N. Y., for 
passing counterfeit money, and Thomas was 
taken to the county jail at Auburn. He picked 
the lead out of the settings of a grating, cast 
a key, opened the doors, and walked out of 
jail. He telegraphed to Miner for money, 
and Miner sent it, but when Ballard 
went to the express office he was 
arrested and taken to the county jail in Albany. 
In January, 1875, he got out of that jail, but was 
very soon captured. He was tried the same 
month before Juage Wallace and sentenced to 
two termsin the Albany Penitentiary of 15 years, 
one to begin as soun as the other was completed. 
Martin I. Townsend, the Prosecuting Attorney, 
thought the sentence too severe, and is one of 
the persons who recommended the pardon. In 
prison he has been perfectly docile, has worked 
hard, and never made any troubleexcept that he 
has twice made savage efforts to Iill himself. 
In 1878 he tried to eviscerate himself and 
to bleed himself to death, and in 1879 he partly 
cut his throat. His health has failea greatly 
and his melancholy has deepened till fears were 
entertained that his mind would give way en- 
tirely. All these years his wife has strained 
every nerve to secure her husband’s pardon. 
When Ballard was tried he said that ever since 
he passed from Ludlow-Street Jail he had heen 
trying to get au honest living at his trade, but 
the detectives had dogged him, and he had had 
to keep moving constantly. He said that in the 
house where he was arrested, he was simply 
experimenting with a view to discovering 
a way of making paper and printing notes that 
would defy counterfeiting, and when his work 
was completed he meant to offer it to the Gov- 
ernment as a means of settliug up the old ac- 
count against him. At various times since his 
incarceration he has made overtures to the 
Treasury authorities with a view to trading+his 
information for a pardon, but no attention has 
been paid to these offers. 

There are no estimates of the whole amount of 
counterfeit money that Thomas Ballard and his 
associates put into circulation, but John Ballard 
testified in court that he worked with his 
brother in the Rivington-street establishment 
for three of the eight or nine years that con- 
cern was in operation, and while he was 
there the output was usually about $10,000 
amonth. The Secret Service people estimated 
that the Buffalo establishment, with which 
Thomas had little to do, had inflated the cur- 
rency $250,000, and when the place was raided 
$115,000 in bank notes, some finished plates and 
some in various stages of progress, were seized. 
Of the counterfeits the five-hundred-dollar 
Treasury notes printed trom the plates Thomas 
Ballard made in Rivington-street passed 
through several banks and were finally redeemed 
without suspician, and this fact was only dis- 
covered when the history of the genuine notes 
was traced through the Treasury books. One of 
these notes was redeemed in 1875 by a United 
States depository in Chicago. 

On the petition for the pardon of Thomas Bal- 
lard the President to-day wrote the following in- 
dorsement : 


“This prisoner was sentenced for 30 years in 1875 
upon aconviction of counterfeiting, He was sup- 
posed to be one of the most expert counterfeiters in 
the country. He has now been in prison equivalent 
to more than 15 years, allowing the deduction he 
has earned for good behayior. His conduct 
has been such as to cause much interest 
to be felt in his case by many good citizens of 
Albany, as I personally learned while residing in 
that city. The prison ofticials, the officers concerned 
in his conviction, the late District Attorney, and 
otticers from the Department of Justice have visited 
the place of confinement and acquainted themselves 
with the circumstances of the case and many other 
humane and sabstantial citizens pray for his par- 
don. His wife, who has cluug to him with a true 
woman’s devotion all these years, and who has 
almost worn herself out in her efforts to sup- 
port and educate her daughter, just now reaching 
womanhood, pleaded for her erring and penitent 
husband's release. There is a universal belief on 
the part of those acquainted with the case that the 
prisoner’s reformation is complete, and that in no 
circumstances could this broken down man, whose 
mind is fast giving way with his body, be a menace 
to society if liberated. Iam of the opinion that in 
this case the law has been fully, vindicated.”

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SAFE FOR TWENTY YHARS. 


HOW THE WEST SHORE EXPRESS ROB- 
BER WAS HUNTED DOWN. 


Utica, N. Y., June 30.—Michael Roark, 
alias ‘‘Chael” Roark, alias “Mike McMillan,” 
alias “Big Mike,” the West Shore express rob- 
ber, was sentenced to-day by Judge Kennedy to 
20 years at hard labor in Auburn Prison. Roark 
was taken to Auburn this afternoon. 

On the morning of March 31 Messenger Carlos 
8. Leake, of the National Express Company, run- 
ning between Buffalo and New-York on the West 
Shore Railroad, was shot and robbed on his car 
during the night in the neighborhood of Utica, 
N.Y. From the messenger it was learned that 
some time after train No. 56, on which he was 
employed, had left Oneida Castle, about 10:30 
o'clock, going east, on the preceding night, he 
turned in the chair which he occupied toward 


the rear of the car and saw a large, powerful 
looking man, wearing a gray overcoat, slouch 
hat and mask, standing about six feet away, 
with a revolver pointed toward him. Leake, 
startled at the sight, attempted to rise: from the 
chair, when the robber fired, the ball entering 
the right arm near the shoulder and passing 
backward toward the spinal column, making a 
painful, but not dangerous wound. The robber 
then bound and gagged the messenger and 
opened the safe, taking therefrom money pack- 
ages to the value of about $1,500. 

The robber left the car from the rear door (the 
saine through which he had entered) when the 
train reached the second crossing from Oneida 
Castle. When the train reached Utica the rob- 
bery was reported to the police. The National 
Express Company, a the danger of 
having such a desperado at large, employed 
Pinkerton’s National Detective Agency of New- 
York to assist the authorities of Utica in the 
capture of the outlaw and the securing of the 
necessary evidence to insure a conviction. 
Starting from where the robber had left the 
train he was traced by his footprints along the 
old Chenango Canal to a piece of woods, where, 
under a tree, were found the rifled money en- 
velopes. From here he was traced toward Utica, 
until as the outskirts of that city were reached, 
the footprints were lost among others. 

In the early part of the preceding January 
arrived and registered at the Mansion House, 
Utica, Chael Roark and wife. Before the rob- 
bery the Utica police had watched him as a sns- 
picious character, and on receiving such de- 
scription as the messenger could give of the rob- 
ber, finding that it agreed with that of Roark in 
height and build, they decided to cause his ar- 
rest, but on going to the hotel they found he had 
left that morning. By this time the Pinkerton 
detectives had reached Utica, and Roark was 
soon traced to Suspension Bridge, where he was 
arrested by Chief of Police Miller on Friday, 
April 1, and brought back to Utica by officers of 
that city, where he arrived on the evening of 
Saturday, April2. At the jail, Messenger Leake 
having stated that he could identify the robber’s 
voice, wasso placed that when Roark entered the 
jail he could hear him speak but not be seen, and 
upon Roark giving his name to the usual ques- 
tions put to a prisoner, Leake was very positive, 
stating that the voice was identical with that of 
the man who robbed him. 

The detectives then devoted themselves to 
tracing Roark on the night on the robbery, and 
found that he left the Mansion House after din- 
ner, and he was next seen in Oneida about 8 P. 
M., from where he took a street carto the 
Oneida Castle Station of the West Shore Rail- 
road, and was seen by different parties until a 
time shortly before train No. 56 arrived, when he 
disappeared. Inasearch of his house at Sus- 
pension Bridge his gray overcoat was found, and 
in the pockets was a quantity of sealing wax of 
different colors which had been broken froin the 
envelopes while thrusting them into his pockets 
on the car. Among the pieces were found letters 
broken from the seal onan envelope which was 
found with those under the tree where they had 
been opened. 

Roark has served termsin the State Peniten- 
tiaries at Lansing, Kan., and Jefferson City, 
Mo., for train robberies, and was an accomplice 
of noted outlaws of Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, 
and other Western States and Territories. He is 
43 years of age, has a smooth face,a restless 
sharp eye, and the typical appearance and dia- 
lect of a Western cowboy. 


WHEAT IN CHICAGO. 

CHIcAGO, June 30.—The reaction from 
the recent rush of wheat to this market is here 
atlast. To-day’s inspection sheet Bliowed only 
four cars of wheat received for the 24 hours, 
and three of those were billea throughk.. The 
solitary carload, which was ordered to go to 
store, is graded as No. 3; hence not a sipgle 
bushel of the speculative grade was received 


into store for the day covered by the report, 
The out inspection for the same time agere- 
gated 342,044 bushels. It is believed that the 
outgo will be much more rapid after the deliv- 
eries of to-morrow. The wheat that was held 
by the banks as_ collateral on _  lveans 
to the men who suspended, is bunchea by them 
as received and will be eagerly sorted after de- 
livery. Probably as muchas a quarter of it is 
hard wheat from the northwest and No. 2 red 
Winter, both of which are worth more to millers 
than is the ordinary grade of No. 3 Spring in this 
market. The shippers will want to get hold of 
this superior wheat aud may be expected to pay 
a premium forit, but will take it all the same, 
and the result will be arapid decrease of stocks 
in store here. Very little trading is expected 
till after the holiday, which the Board of ‘frade 
voted to-day will include Saturday and Monday. 


Sosiace shakeela Minis tnrting ot 
KERSHAW’S CREDITORS. 

CuHIcAGo, June 30.—Creditors represent- 
ing about $450,000 of the indebtedness of ©. J. 
Kershaw & Co., signed an agreement circulated 
on the floor of ’Change to-day to bear their 
pro rata of the expense of prosecuting suits to 
be brought against the insolvent house. The 
matter of bringing suits, employment of attor 


neys, and other details of the action to be taken 
have been placed in the hands of a committee 
composed of W. R. Linn, F. J. Kennett. and P. 
B. Weare, the last named of whom is the Re- 
ceiver of the firm of Kershaw &Co. The credit- 
ors were feeling considerably encouraged to-day 
over the failure of Kershaw to induce Judge 
Garnett to forbid them an opportunity to protect 
their rightsin court. Itis believed that the com- 
mittee will first endeavor to have Eggleston 
made a general inatead of a special partner of 
Kershaw, but the members of the committee do 
not like to express themselves on this point for 
fear that in so doing they will doinjury to the 
case. Other creditors do not hesitate to say that 
if Eggleston is in this way made Hable for the 
firm’s indebtedness they will probably get very 
nearly the fuli value of their ciaims. This hope 
is based on the estimate that Eggleston is worth 
more than $1,000,000. 
A STRANGE EXPLOSION. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—A peculiar fire 
and explosion happened at an early hour this 
morning at the residence of August J. Scholl, 
proprietor of Aurora Park, at Fifth and Tioga 
streets, by which Mrs. Scholl and a German em- 
ploye, George Flemmer, were seriously burned. 
About 1:30 o’clock Mrs. Scholl was awakened 
by a noise in the icehouse, which is directly in 
the rear of the building. Going down stairs she 
met Flemmer, who had been: awakened by the 
same noise. Together they proceeded to iuvesti- 
gate, Flemmer going first into the icehouse 
with a lighted lantern. He had no sconer en- 
tered than an explosion took place, the force of 
which threw him in the air. Immediately after 
the explosion the structure caught fire and Mrs. 
Scholl was badly burned about the hands, face, 
and breast. Her injuries are not fatal. Flem- 
mer was less fortunate. He was badly burned 
about the head, face, and arms. The doctors 
think him dangerously injured internally, and 
he may die. The report of the explosion was 
heard more thanamile away. There was no 
gas used in the icehouse and it was thoroughly 
vyeutilated.

BIRD'S STORY NOT TRUE. 

Ext Paso, Texas, June 30.—Investigation 
shows that the heartrending tale of B. Bird tele- 
graphed from St. Louis two nights ago is utterly 
without foundation. Bird claimed that he and 
the members of an opera troupe he was manag- 
ing were confined in a Mexican prison at Paso 
del Norte on a flimsy pretext, denied a hearing 
and immured until four of the company died of 
sinallpox. The only incident that could possi- 
bly have given rise to such a story was the 
arrest of a troupe of Spanish students in Paso 
del Norte last Winter for refusing to carry 
out a contract to perform in that town 
after the audience had assembled. The 
students declined to perform unless they 
were paid a certain sum. They were 
promptly contined in jail, but were released un 
der a bond withinen huur. They performed in 
El Paso two nights later and then went north. 
Mayor Provincio says there has not been a death 
from smallpox in a Mexican jail in six months. 
Consul Brigham says of Bird’s story: “Itis a 
lie, made out of whole cloth.”

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A SURPRISE FOR HARVARD 
COLUMBIA FRESHMEN’S VIC- 
TORY ON THH THAMES. 


THE STRIPLINGS OF NEW-YORK OUT- 
ROW THE GIANTS OF CAMBRIDGE— 
PREPARING FOR TO-DAY’S. RACE, 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., June 30.—The Co- 
lumbia Freshmen did to-day what the Columbia 
University eight failed to do, and defeated 
a Harvard crew in @& race that was one 
sided enough to remind the spectators of the old- 
fashioned processions which took place here an- 
nually when Yale was enamored of the donkey 
engine stroke. The result was a surprise to 
everybody and to the betting men with crimson 
ribbons in their button holes. It was a very 
painful surprise, indeed. The odds prevailing 
just before the race was 5 to 1 in Harvard’s 
favor, but the contest were expected to be sucha 
walkover {that the Cambridge men could not 
place many bets at even those figures. To this 
general disbelief in Columbia’s prowess Har- 
vard’s backers looked with intense gratitude, for 


it is the only thing that saved them from 
penury. 


Both Freshman crews were out on the water 
this morning for practice. The sun beat down 
fiercely upon the river, and, with a race so near 
and the thermometer so high, neither crew did 
much beyond short pulls to practice getting on 
a quick start. The water was then rather rough 
on the lower part of the course, and this was de- 
cidedJy in favorof the heavier Harvard men. 
Still the Columbias were not discouraged. “Our 
fellows are light,” said Capt. Bogert tnis after- 
noon, “but they have grit. Sickness has inter- 
fered with their training at various times and 


we have lost weight during the last three days, 
but we mean to row for all we are worth any- 
way.” 

It is fair to say that about the only people who 
supposed that Harvard could be beaten sat in 
the Columbia shell. Harvard’s boat was some- 
what watersoaked, and no other shell could be 
got here in time to take its place, but tne fact 
Was not regarded as likely to influence the re 
sult. Many visitors reached the city to-day, and 
the race was watched by more than any previous 
event, except the Columbia-Harvara University 

ull. The steam yacht Puzzie, the schooners 

ontauk, Foam, and Princess, and dozeus of 
small craft were anchored near the finish, while 
about 6 o’clock this afternoon the steam yachts 
Empress and Nereid, and all the harbor steam- 
ers headed for the starting point of the race, the 
two-mile flag of the university course, just below 
the navy yard. 

The Harvard Freshmen were the first to come 
paddling down the river from their quarters, the 
Columbias following a quarter of an hour later. 
As the shells lay near together before the word 
was given, the contrast between the crews was 
marked. The Harvards looked big and mus- 
cular, while the Columbias seemed striplings 
beside them. The differences in the average 
weight of the eights was 13 pounds. 

There was a deal of delay in getting the stake- 
boats into position. By this time the river was 
smooth. The tide was running outin the direc- 
tion the shells had totravel down the river, and 
there was only a light breeze from the south- 
west. Referee Cornell sent the crews away 
at 6:36:15, both catching the water together 
and starting out at 38 strokes to the minute. 
Columbia had the east course, Harvard the west. 
For a moment the shells were bow and bow, and 
then the unexpected came to pass. Columoia 
began to forge ahead. She was pulling 36 to the 
minute, rowing well together, and after a trifling 
unevenness soon after the start, doing her work 
steadily and smoothly. Harvara dropped her 
stroke to 34 at the tirst quarter and held it there 
to the half-mile flag, where Columbia was far 
cnough ahead to show clear water between the 
boats. 

On the next half mile Harvard’s defeat was 
made certain. Sanford, No3in her boat, broke 
his sliding seat. He caught a crab and lost a 
stroke before he could get to work again, and 
though he did his best and kept his var going 
pluckily after that he was of very little use in 
the boat. The work of the rest of the crew be- 
came ragged as well, and there was a break in 
the swing between No. 6and No. 7. In this half 
thile the current seemed to carry Columbia 
toward the Harvard course and she lost a little 
in getting back into herown track. Both crews 
pulled this half at 34, but atthe mile Harvard 
raised her stroke to 36in the effort to regain 
what she had lost. Her men were pulling dog- 
gedly, but their work was uneven and they 
dropped behina steadily. 

Columbia led at the mile flag by three and a 
half lengths. Harvard tugged away manfuily 
on the third half mile, pulling 36 to the flag. 
Columbia stuck to 34, and gained steadily to the 
finish, although she there eased up to32. At 
the mile anda haif she led by s1x lengths, and 
when she crossed the finish line she was nearly 
seven Jengths ahead. Harvard finished with a 
stroke of 34. The time for the two miles was: 
Columbia, 11:13%; Harvard, 11:35. 

The New-Yorkers seemed fresh and unwearied 
by their efforts, but the Ha¥vards were in a bad 
way. No. 3 was utterly pumped, and as the 
men ceased rowing he fell backward and lay in 
a faint in the boat. No.2 and No. 4 dashed 
water over him, but though they revived him he 
did no more rowing, The rest of the erew pad- 
died up to their launch and were taken on 
board. The crews were made up as follows:

Betting on the Yale-Harvard race has been 
greatly influenced by the defeat of the Cam- 
bridge Freshmen, and although odds of 5 to 4 
were given on Harvard up to 6 o’clock even 
money is now demanded. Yale stock is boom- 
ing, but just why it should be sois hard to say, 
unless the race this afternoon shook public con- 
tidence in Harvard’s stroke. One man from 
New-Haven tried to stake $700 on Yale against 
$1,000 to-night, but he could not get the odds. 
Both Harvard aud Yale did light practice out 
to-day. Themen are in as good condition us 
could be expected, although the hot weather of 
the last two days has had a tendency to decrease 
their weight. There is every promise that the 
race will be ene of the closest ever seen on the 
Thames. ;

by their faces, which look almost thin, but their 
eyes are bright and clear and their voices hearty. 
The Yales are healthy, sun-burned fellows, who 
can send their shell along beautifully, but their 
lack of avoirdupois is against all New-London 
traditions. 

Harvard’s men seem a far heavier lot, although 
the average weights of the two crews are not 50 
very far ye They, too, are beautifully 
tanned and browned by the sun, but they appear 
to be less reduced in flesh by their training. 
They do not give the citizens many chances to 
see them on visits to New-London, and their 
quarters up the river are difficult to get at ex- 
cept by boat, for the drive or path leading from 
the road to the house is as steep as the deck ofa 
cutter in a stitt breeze, and as rough as New- 
England stones can makeit. In their comfort- 
able flannels the men are pictures of health and 
strength. In their boat, and clad in short row- 
ing breeches, they lose their picturesqueness, 
but look more muscular than ever. Andit-is in 
the shell that they are most frequently seen by 
people not connected with the races in some way 
or other. 

Like nearly all Harvard crews this one rows 
in excellentform. Thehighrig of the English 
shell which the eight use makes them look big 
andtall. There are not many serious faults in 
the individual work of the men, for in general 
they work together in beautiful unison. No. 5, 
J. T. Davis, Jr.. is one of the few with whom the 
critics find fault. He feathers unevenly, and at 
times this defect is very noticeable. W. A. 
Brooks, Jr., No. 7, is a veteran and 
the coach of the Harvard Freshmen, 
but against him is charged a tendency 
to pull too much with his arms. Moreover, 
he “bucks,” and sometimes shows a weakness at 
the end of the stroke. E. C. Starrow, the stroke 
and the lightest oarsman in the boat,is in one 
way the star of all. He rows the Harvard 
stroke perfectly, and 1s cool headed and reliable 
in tight places. Capt. Keyes, who rows at No. 
3,is a veteran, but he seemed the man most 
nearly pumped after the Columbia race. He is 
a fine oar, though, and will last through the 
Yale race beyond adoubt. The other members 
of the crew pull hard and work together satis- 
factorily. All the men are standing their train- 
ing well. 

In the Yale boat there are, permaps, some indi- 
vidual peculiarities. ““R. M. Wilcox, the bow 
oar,” said Capt. Rogers to a TIMES correspond- 
ent, “is P paerges' & little overtrained. He is very 
light aud not very strong. C. O. Gill, No. 2,isa 
big, powerful man. He isin good condition and 
rows fairly. Rogers, No. 3, is a little over- 
trained and pulls rathera jerky stroke. Astrong 
man is No. 4, J. W. Middlebrook, but he is slow 
in his movements. He pulls hard. No. 5, G. W. 
Woodruff, is a powerful man, but he does not 
know how torow well. Besides, he is nervous 
and hable to become ‘rattled’ at critical points. 
F. A. Stevenson is No. 6. He is powerful, and 
uses his muscle well, but hia stroke is apt 
to be uneven. The best oarin the boat is 
G. R. Caster, who sits at No. 7. His main fault 
is a tendency to overreach. E. L. Caldwell, 
stroke oar, isa very good man indeed, with the 
clear head needed for his position. His troubles 
are ‘bucking’ and weakening at the end of the 
stroke. Asa whole the crew’s fault is to length- 
en the last part of the stroke, to settle and pull 
the oar in too close. The men are too slow and 
‘draggy’ after the thole pip.” 

The coxswains of both crews have steered well 
in the races so far, and tht substitute oarsmen 
are able to fill any of the seats if vacancies 
should occur, something which does not seem 
likely at present. 


LAUNCH OF THE VOLUNTEER. 


THE THISTLE’S RIVAL SAFELY OFF THE 
WAYS AND NEARLY FINISHED. 

WILMINGTON, Del, June 30.—The pro- 
posed defender of the America’s Cup, the yacht 
Volunteer, was successfully launched at the Pu- 
sey & Jones Company’s shipyard this evening 
at 6:45 o’clock. Gen. Paine, her owner, was 
unable to be present, as he was detained in Bos- 
ton by business. Edward Burgess, her designer, 
and an elderly gentleman whose name could not

There were no 
visitors from other cities present. A crowd of 
about 1,000 men and women crowded the ad- 
jacent wharves, and as the pretty little craft left 
the ways a loud clapping of hands and 
cheering from the crowd attested to the 
suceess of the launch. Neither incident 
nor accident occurred to detract from the inter- 
est of the affair, and the launch was as pretty a 
one as could be imagined. When the last ob- 
struction which held her had been removed she 
glided gracefully and swiftly from the ways. As 
her overhanging, cigar-shaped stern ploughed 
through the water she plunged np and down like 
a thing imbued with life. She lifts her nose high 
out of the water like a fuli-bred racer, while her 
stern rests low. There was no christening cere- 
mony with the usual bottle of wine, but she will 
be called the Volunteer. As she rested on the 
water before being drawn up to the wharf she 
looked handsome and evoked general commenda- 
tions. As soon as she reached the wharf Mr. 
Burgess stepped ashore and took the first train 
for home. 

The Volunteer is painted red from the keel up 
to the water line, but above the surface she will 
be white. Her builders have little more to add to 
her, and she will be towed to Boston on Satur- 
day to receive her mast, rigging, and cabin. She 
is expected to beready to participate in the races 
of the New-York Yacht Club and for the 
Goelet Cup early in August. Mr. Burgess 
to-day expressed himself pleased with the 
new yacht, and when it was intimated 
that the Thistle might prove too fast for her he 
showed no concern and evidently has faith in 
his latest boat. Capt. Goff, of the Mayflower, has 
been selected as her commander. 

The new yacht is so much unlike anything 
thathas been seen before in these waters that 
her appearance is sure toexcite a great deal of 
interest. A more rakish and piratical looking 
craft was never seenin yachting guise. It may 
be significant of her capabilities, or it may be a 
mere semblance. but she will look when in the 
water like a floating swordiish—full in the bedy, 
but fine at the ends, and keen atthe prow asa 
razor. She is 107 feet overall, but only 86o0n 
the water line. The most striking features of 
the boat, as seenin a broadside view, are her 
great depth aft, her long, keen, sharply 
diminishing forefoot, the cutterlike rake 
of her sternpost; her lengthy angular 
overhang, and her sharp sheer fore and 
aft. While the new boat is 7 feet longer than 
the Mayflower over all, she is only 1 foot longer 
on the water line. She has 3 inches less beam, 
6 inches more draught, and carries 22 tons more 
ballast. Strictly speaking she carries no outside 
ballast, as none of it is below her kee], but her 
keel consists of steel plates three-quarters of an 
inch thick, curved upward into a troughlike 
shape, and into that 50 tons of melted lead was 
poured. Besides that she will carry 20 tons of 

ig lead as movable ballast to reguiate her trim.

A LITTLE INSIDE HISTORY 


HOW THE SHARP COASE 
WORKED UP. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY MARTINE’S SUGGES- 
TION OF WHAT WOULD BE AN ADE- 
QUATE PUNISHMENT. 


Milk and buckwheat cakes; that was 
Jacob Sharp’s breakfast yesterday morning. He 
drank the milk; not from a bottle, but from an 
ordinary fifty-cents-a-dozen tumbler, and he ate 
the buckwheat cakes in the ordinary way, but 
without molasses; his condition is not supposed 
to warrant the consumption of molasses. He 
ate breakfast at 8:30. He had not slept well, 
perhaps on account of the character of the ver- 
dict in his case, ana he assured the Warden 
that his appetite was not equal to anything but 
milk and buckwheat cakes. For lunch he ate 
nothing and drank a little milk. He manifested 
little desire for solid food at dinner also. His 
only visitors during the day were Lawyer Stick- 
ney and his son-in-law and grandson. 

Warden Keating believes Mr. Sharp to be a 
very sick man. He thinks also that the verdict 
was a horrible surprise to him, and that the old 
man’s sprightliness on meeting with his wife on 
Wednesday night was due entirely to his desire 
to keep her heartup. “It wasa game of bluff 
on both sides,” is the way Warden Keating pute 
it. ‘‘He tried to brace her up and she tried te 
ao the same for him.” 


“ And she’s a fine old lady,” said Under Sherif 


Sexton, “‘forshe must be nearly 60, although 
she doesn’t look it.” 


“Why, they have been married for 50 years,” 
replied the Warden,“ andshe must have been 14 
when she was married.” 


Then everybody agreed that Jacob Sharp and 


his wife were in many respects a wonderful 
pair. 


No doctors called at Ludlow-Street Jail yester- 


day, so that Sharp’s medical examination by 


physicians appointed by the court has not yet 
been made. It may be made this morning. 

The District Attorney and his assistants 
felt in a glorious good humor yesterday. How 
much interest the office experienced in the trial 
and how much it desired the conviction of Jacob 
Sharp the public was able to judge, at least 
superficially, from the immense mass of testi- 
mony prowess by the prosecution and alsa 
from the manner of itsintroduction. Though 
the result of trial by jury has always been held 
almost synonymous with uncertainty, and 
though the District Attorney’s office probably 
did feel sure of the resuit of the Sharp trial 
until the verdict was rendered, no recollection 
of this uncertainty now lingers in the minds ot 
Randolph Bb. Martine or his assistant, De Lancey 
Nicoll. In the trial the latter, naturally enough, 
reaped the lion’s share of glory; he was the 
central figure of the prosecution until the case 
was handed over to Col. Fellows for presenta- 
tion to thejury. The head of the District Attor 
ney’s Office, Mr. Martine, remained modestiy in 
the background the greater part of the time. 

The public may have thought that Mr. Martine 
had nothing to do with the case. Notso, accord- 
ing to Mr. Nicoll. The latter felt yesterday in a 
mood to distribute the honors. He divided 
them between Mr. Martine, Assistant Distric.: 
Attorney Semple, and Col Fellows, allow- 
ing the reporters to take care of him, but not 
forgetting Inspector Byrnes and Detective 
Sergeant Phil Reilly and others who had been of 
assistance, and winding up by expressing the 
belief that the District Attorney’s office, backed 
by the detective force of the Central Office, was 
& power not to be sneezed at. He also claimed 
that the District Attorney’s office was in perfect 
accord and pulled together like one man. 

The history of the aa case, as it was pre- 
pared in the office of the District Attorney, 
certainly does not lack interest. Messrs. M:ir- 
tine, Nicoll, and Semple were at work upon it 
for weeks before it came to trial, and Cot. 
Fellows added his counsels upon his returi\ 
from Hot Springs. Every bit of testimeny the 
prosecution intended to offer in evidence was 
carefully examined and tested before « single 
juror was called in the case. The ability of 
Jacob Sharp's lawyers was well known, and it 
was supposed that every sible technical 
— would be raised and discussed. The 
District Attorney was aware that Sharp would 
be the first man tried in New-York on a charge 
of having given a bribe, and he believed that 
his opponents would be saturatéd with a know! 
edge of the law touching conspiracy. In order 
to have all the information that precedents 
could give, Mr. Martine sent to Chicago and pro- 
cured the records of the Anarchist trials held 
there within a year. He sent to Pennsylvania 
and procured the records of some of the “Molly 
Ma ’’ cases tried in Schuyikill and Corbin 
Counties in 1876, and he sent to Washington 
and obtained the record in the star route 
trials. Over these the District Attorney’s office 
pored until it had absorbed all the information 
contained in them relating to conspiracy. 

Mr. Nicoll was loaded for moose on the con- 
spiracy question, and his heart was almost 
broken at his failure to unload and tire the 
charge into the unsuspecting bodies of the de- 
fendant’s counsel. The latter did not give him 
an opportunity and allowed the conspiracy 
charge to go by the board. When Mr. Bright, of 
Sharp’s railroad counsel, became a witness, Mr. 
Nicoll had on the table at which he sata brief 
which told exactiy how far he might goin com- 
pelling a lawyer who might be innocent to tell 
of the disclosures of a client who might be 

uilty. Mr. Nicoll was prepared to prove that 
fir. Bright must answer every question put tc 
him. But he felt some professional sympathy 
for Bright, and did not bring his brief to light. 
He felt that the prosecution could gain its end 
without compelling Mr. Bright to tell all that 
Mr. Sharp and his associates had disclosed of 
their scheme. 


The work done in the four and a half weeks 
devoted to procuring a jury was directed entirely 
by Mr. Martine, and, in so stating, Mr. Nicoil 
related a little incident of the Cleary trial that 
redounded more to Mr. Martine’s credit than to 
hisown. There were two jurors in the box who, 
Mr. Martine said, should not be allowed te re- 
main; they wereunfavorable to the prosecution, 
and would not vote for conviction under any cic- 
cumstances. Mr. Nicoll thought otherwise, and 
asked permission to have his way, “for this 
time, at any rate.” Mr. Martinesubmitted. The 
two jurors in question voted for acquittal. Mr. 
Martine in his selection of juries in important 
cases is aided by his father, who has lived ali bis 
life in the Ninth Ward, and has dabbled im poli- 
ties sutticiently to have a very wide acquaintance 
and more than a fair knowledge of human nat- 
ure. Mr. Martine received areport from the de- 
tectives of every talesman on the list, and all his 
information he submitted to his assistants. 

The witnesses in the case were marshaled by 
Detective Sergeant Phil Reilly. There were 72 
witnesses in the case. Nearly ail of them were 
under surveillance, and when they were wanted 
they were in court with one or two exceptions. 
One of these exceptions was ex-Police Justice 
Hogan. He was now, Mr. Nicoll thought, at 
Jersey City. According to Sergt. Reilly, how- 
ever, Hogan is in Canada, and Sergt. Reilly 
thinks he could lay hands on him if necessary. 
He subpeenaed Hogan at Albany and Hogan came 
to New-York apparently with the intention of 
testifying in the case. But having discovered 
the lay of the land he hired his passage to Jer- 
sey City in one of the ferryboats that make the 
North River dangerous, and having selected 
a boarding house hired aspy. This spy attend- 
ed the trial each day, and was watched and fol- 
lowed by detectives from the Central Office. They 
were unable, however, to locate Hogan definite- 
ly. The prosecution desired to prove by 
Hogan that he received three or four one-thou- 
sand-dollar bills from Moloney, and trat he had 
them exchanged for small bills at the Sub- 
Treasury and had held a conversation touching 
the transaction with Detective Sampson at the 
Sub-Treasury. The moment Hogan is caught 
within the jurisdiction of the Courtof Oyer and 
Terminer of this county he will be indicted for 
criminal contempt. 

Lobbyist Edward Phelps just saved his bacou 
by turning up as a witness at the last moment. 
He had been subpeenaed by Sergt. Reilly, end 
had told the latter that he was suifering or just 
recovering froma fit. Had he not shown him- 
selfin court the District Attorney would have 
sought for means of putting the screws on Mr 
Phelps, and the latter is supposed to have so 
thought. 

In detailing how some of the witnesses were 
procured Mr, Nicoll said that ex-Alderman Millez 
was secured by Inspector Byrnes, ex-Alderman 
Pearson by Mr. Martine, and Pottle by accident. 
An agent of the Grand Trunk Railway, Mr 
Locherty, had been calied as a juror, and disquali- 
fied on account of his opinion. He was a friend 
of Mr. William Penney, Mr. Martine’s chief 
clerk. He told Mr, Penney that Pottle had re- 
lated a story about Jacob Sharp that had preju- 
diced him against the defendant. Mr. Nicoll had 
a talk with Mr. Locherty and obtainea from him 
Pottle’s address. Pottle was a clerk in the 
Treasury Department, Washington. A subpona 
was given to Sergt. McClosky, whe served it 
on Pottle. It was not operative there, but Pottle 
was advised by his superior officer to obey it 
and give whatever information he possessed 
Pottle was sent to Albany, and for 438 
hours he and Chief Clerk Waterbury 
searched for the bili for altering which he swore 
Jacob Sharp had offered him $5,000, He did no 
findit,as le said on the witness stand. Mr.

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The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
‘for to-day, in this city, southwesterly winds, 
fair weather, slight changes in temperature. 

We observe with sorrow that the hot 
sveathér has ruffled the temper of our ex- 
cellent Mayor. He is displeased at what 
Mr. LACOMBE said in THE Times of yester 
day about the appointment of his successor, 
and he impugns both the accuracy of THE 
TimeEs’s report and the truthfulness of Mr. 
LACOMBE, and does this in sso rude a 
fashion that we are compelled to believe 
that kis Honor must have been suffer- 
ing acutely from the heat at the time he 
taterviewed our reporter. We can assure 
the Mayor that the remarks of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel were reported with absolute 
accuracy by THE Times. But we beg Mr. 
Hewitt to nete carefully the language 
used. Mr. LAcoMBE did not say that ‘ no- 
body ever asked his advice or opinion as to 
who should be his successor.” What he 
did say was that THE} TimEs’s reporter 
was the first person who had ever 
asked him the question, ‘‘ Who is the best 
man for the place?’ If the Mayor has 
merely asked Mr. LacoMBE whether it 
would not be a good thing politically to ap- 
point Mr. MorGaNn O’BRIEN as Corporation 
Counsel until Mr. MorGAN O’BRIEN should 
be elected to a Judgeship this Fall, and then 
to appoint Mr. BEEKMAN; orif he has asked 
himif he knew any reason why Mr. CHARLES 
F. MacLean should not receive the ap- 
pointment, we submit that his Honor does 
Mr. LACOMBE an outrageous injustice in 
attacking, on the ground that it is untrue, 
his assertion that up to Wednesday nobody 
had asked him who was the best man for 
the place. And we must renew our ex- 
pression of surprise that in so important 
a matter the Mayor should not have given 

himself the benefit of Mr. LACOMBE’s cer- 
tainly valuable opinion. 

The counsel of the Board of Emigration 
Commissioners has made a report in regard 
to the manner in which the board should 
proceed in the case of pauper immigrants. 
He takes the ground that immigrants have 
prima facie the right to land, but that con- 
‘victs, lunatics, idiots, and those likely to 
become a public charge, must be excluded, 
pecause there is a positive law against per- 
mitting them to land. The board has 
judicial power in thé premises, and its 
findings are conclusive. What it needs now 
isa clear and positive rule of action in re- 
gard to assisted emigrants. Such emigrants 
have not prima facie the right to land here. 
The fact that they are not able to 
come of their own free will and at 
their own expense isin itself evidence that 
they have not been able to take care of 
themselves and are likely to become a pub- 
lic charge wherever they go. This evidence 
phould be taken as conclusive, and no as- 
sisted emigrant should be admitted. That 
course and that alone will put an end to 
the practice of foreign countries of shipping 
over here persons who would be a public 

charge at home and who are consequently 

likely to become so here. We want no more 
foreign paupers added to the enormous bur- 
den which we already have to bear. Let 

Europe take care of its own paupers as well 

gs its convicts, lunatics, and idiots. 


The thrilling story told by one A. B. Brrp 
of the frightful sufferings endured by him 
and his family at the hands of the Mexican 
puthorities, who had imprisoned him at El 
Paso del Norte, seems to be received with 
skepticism at the State Department and 
with apathy elsewhere. Mr. Brrp repre- 
sents himself as being the manager of an 
opera company, anc vaguely alluded to 
the charge on which he was im- 
‘prisoned as “a flimsy pretext.” The 
shrewd point is made by the State Depart- 
ment that had there been any such case of 
imprisonment Consul BriGHaM, who lives 
at El Paso del Norte, would certainly have 
genorted it. This official certainly showed 


no lack of energy in making the most of the 
Cutting case, and the alleged caging of Mr. 
Brrp is said to have been effected as long 
ago as last Winter. ‘Present appearances 
are, therefore, that the excitement of a year 
ago about the dungeon at El Paso del Norte 
will not be renewed. 


The complaints made by the friends of 
Gen. BOULANGER at hiaassignmerit to the 
command of the Thirteenth Corps show 
how little faith they put in his professions 
of cheerful and loyal obedience. On being 
relieved from his Cabinet position, in com- 
mon with his other colleagues of the defeated 
Ministry, he promised to set an example of 
soldierly conduct. Yet now his supporters 
are indignant because the corps to which 
he is assigned has its headquarters at Cler- 
mont-Ferrand, which isea long distance 
from Paris. Yet why should he need 
to be nearer the political centre save 
for purposes of intrigue? Clermont-Ferrand 
is a little west of Lyons and southeast from 
Paris; one of the divisions of the Thirteenth 
Corps has its headquarters at Lyons and the 
other at Saint-Etienne, while the region 
occupied by the corps may in general be 
described us that of the headwaters of the 
Loire and of the Allier, its tributary, thence 
extending to the Rhone. No higher com- 
mand than that of a corps is open to Gen. 
BOULANGER, and under the circumstances 
it would hardly be expected that the new 
Ministry should stir up fresh anxieties by 
giving him the command of some corps, like 
the Sixth or the Seventh for example, ex- 
tending toward the German frontier. 


The scheme for a separation of Church 
and State in France has reached the stage 
of a committee report. It provides for the 
complete withdrawal of Government sub- 
sidies; for resuming possession by the State 
of various religious edifices and real and 
personal properties; for small pensions to 
clergymen now. receiving a stipend; for 
voluntary religious organizations, and for 
the renting of edifices to such organizations 
by municipal councils. ‘The plan is very 
crude, and cannot be carried through 
without radical changes, unless the 
Republicans are ready to challenge 
a conflict that would be almost cer- 
tainly fatal to the republic. Itis nearly 
certain that in the course of time the 
Church and State in France must be sepa- 
rated; butif that is to be done without the 
gravest risk to the republican form of gov- 
ernment it must be on liberal and generous 
terms, These ought to include the surrender 
to the church without cost of all property 
in actual use, and the gradual and slow, not 
immediate or rapid, withdrawal of State 
support. Under these conditions, if taxa- 
tion were correspondingly reduced, a shock 
to the republic might be avoided, but the 
manner in which the change was made 
would, even then, be extremely important, 
and there isonly too much reason to sup- 
pose that this manner would be offensive 
and aggravating rather than cautious and 
conciliatory. 


SOME LESSONS OF THE SHARP 
CASE. , 

The Sharp trial has shown, for one thing, 
that it is quite possible under our present 
jury system, in spite of its acknowledged 
defects and drawbacks, to obtain twelve 
men of intelligence, fairness of mind, and 
unimpeachable integrity to try the most 
complicated issue and render a just verdict 
in accordance with the evidence. The ma- 
terial exists and can be obtained for the 
required service. Under present conditions 
it requires a great deal of watchfulness and 
thorough scrutiny on the part of the prose- 
cuting officers, and keen discrimination and 
a clear and close application of the princi- 
ples of the law on the part of the Judge, to 
evolve from the material offered a really 
competent jury.. That this process is a tedi- 
ous and expensive one is due not so much to 
the system as to the methods of its adminis- 
tration. If the officer who is charged with 
the duty of making up the jury lists did his 
part of the work conscientiously this task 
would be rendered vastly easier and a satis- 
factory result would be much more certain. 
If a definite plan were adopted for making 
up these lists fairly, if names were not left 
off for no sound reason, and others were not 
put on without regard to legal fitness; if, in 
short, the jury lists were fairly representa- 
tive of the classes qualified to serve, the 
material to be sifted would be of a much 
higher character and the task of selection 
would be greatly simplified. But it was 
found possible even from the mass of mate- 
rial scraped up by the Commissioner’s rag 
net mainly from the “dregs of the Direct- 
ory” to get a jury of exceptional excellence, 
But the greatest and most valuable lesson 

of this trialis contained in the demonstra- 
tion thatitis possible by energy and per- 
sistency to drag to light and punish the 
corruption which for years has been de- 
bauching the character of those to whom 
public trusts are confided. The practice of 
obtaining favors from legislators and 
Aldermen by bribery had grown up insidi- 


ously until it came to be almost recognized, 


as necessary, if not justifiable. There was 
a widespread belief that even legitimate 
and proper ends could be attained through 
public bodies in many cases only by cor- 
rupt means. That various ends, good and 
bad, were obtained by such means was no- 
torious and nobody pretended to deny it. 
When once the practice had become com- 
mon, there was scarcely a limit to be put to 
its mischievous effects. Bad laws were to 
be secured and good ones to be defeated by 
the use of money, and it even became neces- 
sary touse it to promote the most legiti- 
mate objects, those through whom they 
were to be obtained having learned to put 
a@ price upon their action whenever thero 
was any chance of gain. 

For the growth of such a system of pub- 
lic debauchery two elements were needed— 
the election of representatives of the peo- 
ple who could be corrupted and the exist- 
ence ofa class of men seeking favors from 
legislative bodies,,who were willing to use 
corrupt means to attain their ends. For the 
former the people and their political 
methods are mainly responsible. The 
bribers were sure to show themselves as 
soon as it became apparent that the means 
which they were willing to use would 
pe effectual Jacon SxHarr is simply a 
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conspicuous product and a conspicuous 
victim of a state of things which has been 
growing up for years until it came to be 
regarded as inevitable and well-nigh in- 
curable. Butit has now been shown that 
it is not incurable. Public sentiment is 
still sound when once it is aroused, and it 
only needs a few honest and energetic men 
in the right place to make exposures and set 
the machinery of public justice at work and 
the insidious iniquity can be checked. By 
sustained and persistent effort it can be 
eradicated. 

These New-York “ boodle” cases have also 
taught the immense value of public senti- 
ment in urging on and sustaining the vindi- 
cation of public justice. Guilty men may 
cry out that the press is persecuting and 
hounding them and that the public is prej- 
udiced by clamor. But the truth is thatthe 
press hasonly been giving voice toa demand 
that the facts be brought to light and aid- 
ingin the work of bringing them to light. 
It has demanded that corruption be exposed; 
that men whom there was reason to believe 
guilty of corruption be indicted and 
brought to trial, and that even-hand- 
ed justice should be done without fear 
or favor. Public sentiment has been 
right in these cases, and it has been a vast 
help in accomplishing the work that has 
been done. Itisanagency without which 
prosecutors might grow weary, discouraged, 
or indifferent, and courts might fail in the 
effort to see the majesty of the law vindi- 
cated. The exposure of facts by the news- 
papers, the discussion of their significance 
and bearing, the fostering of convictions 
and beliefs founded on these facts, are not 
productive of prejudice, but enlightenment, 
and they are an aid to the administration 
of justice, without which the effort to stay 
the tide of corruption and restore integrity 
in the performance of public duties would 
be well-nigh hopeless. 


THE WARD'S ISLAND ASYLUM. 

It is already clear that there is a most 

disgraceful state of things at the pauper ir- 
sane asylum on Ward’s Island. When the 
Coroner’s jury in the case of the lunatic 
FarrisH found that he was the victim of 
violence at the hands of attendants, we 
called attention to the fact that an investi- 
gation was required much more general and 
searching than could be obtained in the 
trial of the attendants should they be in- 
dicted. Acting on the verdict and testi- 
mony in the Farrish case, Mayor Hewitt 
requested the State Board of Charities to 
undertake such an investigation, and 
it is now going on. We may remark 
in passing that, whatever may be the 
thoroughness of this particular inquiry, 
the manner in which, under the laws, 
it has to be undertaken, and the peculiar 
provisions of law governing the administra- 
tion of charities and correction in this 
city make it almost hopeless that any great 
and permanent reform can be effected. The 
general control of this department is in the 
hands of threé Commissioners, appoint- 
ed foraterm of three years by the Mayor, 
and removable by him only on the approval 
of the Governor. The amount of money at 
their disposal is determined wholly by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, con- 
sisting of the Mayor, Controller, and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen—all elected— 
and the President of the Tax Board, who is 
appointed by the Mayor. None of the 
officers in control of the institutions or of 
those who fix the sums to be spent upon 
them has any voice whatever as to who or 
how many persons shall be sent to them. 

Such a system is bound to be defective 

and confused. Inthe matter of the insane 
asylum itis shown to be both, and worse. 
We have no desire to condemn without qual- 
ification the Commissioners and their Super- 
intendents, general and medical. Itis quite 
plain that they could not do first-class work 
under the conditions to which they are sub- 
mitted. Butit is also plain that they could 
do better than they have done, and that, 
outrageous as is the system, they ought not 
to have waited for a Coroner’s inquest into 
the killing of a patient by brutal attendants 
to bring the facts before the public. If they 
could not change a hopelessly bad system, 
if they could not prevent shocking abuses, 
they were bound at least to know what 
was going on under them, and to make 
known to the people of this city both 
the cruel and inhuman evils growing out of 
the system and the exact causes existing in 
the system for such evils. This they have 
not done. Their own testimony confirms 
that given before the Coroner to the effect 
that the Commissioners practically leave 
everything to the Superintendents and that 
the Superintendents fail even to get knowl- 
edge of the abuses that are constantly de- 
veloped. Noone expects that they can do 
what they have not the legal power or the 
money to do, but it is expected, and right- 
fully, that they shall be thoroughly in- 
formed of the defects of the system, and 
Shall not conceal them, but disclose them, 
and use the only means of even partially 
correcting them, namely, direct and author- 
itative appeal to public opinion. 

It is already shown in the testimony be- 
fore the Coroner and before the committee 
of the State Board of Charities, that the 
attendants at the insane asylum ars too 
few, that they are of a low grade of char- 
acter and capacity, that they are often 
violent and cruel, and that the treatment 
of the patients is utterly inadequate and, in 
some instances, terribly heartless. It is in 
evidence that the food is poor and insuf- 
ficient, though this is Genied by the Com- 
missioners, but, on the other hand, the 
Commissioners admit that the asylum is 
overcrowded, that the appropriation for 
maintenance is much too small, that there 
are not enough attendants, and that the 
pay makes it difficult to get proper per- 
sons. And, what is the worst feature 
of the whole business, it is shown 
that, with full knowledge that gross 
evils are unavoidable, the officials who 
are or ought to be responsible have 
devised no method to keep themselves in- 
formed oftheir occurrence. We know of no 
reason to suppose, under these circum- 
stances, that any serious improvement can 
be made. There will be an outburst of pub- 
lic indignation, but there is no channel 
through which it is likely to be made effect- 
ive. The removal of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction is not probable, 
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nor would it surely lead to anything better. 
The whole system, with all its revolting 
abuses, is a result of the confusion that 
reigns in our city affairs and that cannot 
beremedied lastingly until the City Gov- 
ernment, as a whole, is radically reformed. 
FS OL RIE TE TEL R TOTTT  EES 
A HALF YEAR'S RECORD. 

The first half of the year 1887 has closed 
with a most encouraging outlook for the 
business interests of the country. The fail- 
ures recorded during the last six months 
numbered but 4,912, against 5,156 for the 
same period last year, and 6,004 for the 
first half of 1885. This shows a steady de- 
crease in the number of disasters, which is a 
cheering evidence that the business of the 
country is becoming more solidly grounded 
on sound principles year by year. The vol- 
ume of liabilities of suspended firms, how- 
ever, shows an increase for the six months 
just ended over that of the corresponding 
period last year. The amount recorded is 
$55,138,092, against $50,434,460 in 1886. 
This is undoubtedly due to the great num- 
ber of speculative failures, which can 
scarcely be credited to the account of the 
legitimate business of the country, but 
which go to swell the aggregate of losses 
sustained by financial collapses. 

The part which these failures play in mak- 
ing up the statistics of failures can be seen by 
the record of Chicago, where the great wheat 
deal collapse of last month plunged so many 
firms intd bankruptcy. The liabilities of 
the suspended houses of that city are re- 
corded at $3,028.687, as against $1,199,986 
for the first six months of last year. The 
failures of New-York City caused a loss of 
$7,855,994, and those of Philadelphia of 
$3,422,912. Here are threespeculative cen- 
tres of the country in which over $14,000,- 
000 of the $55,138,092 was swamped, a 
great part of it in stock gambling and other 


forms of legal, but scarcely legitimate, busi- } 


ness. Eliminating the amount credited to 
failures of this speculative kind, the show- 
ing of the first six months of 1887 is cal- 
culated to inspire with enthusiasm every 
business man in the land. The country, in- 
deed, was never in a better condition so 
far as the legitimate interests of trade are 
concerned, and everything seems to point 
to an advance rather than to a retrograde 
movement. 

With the Dominion of Canada the show- 
ing is not so favorable. During the last six 
months there have been. 721 failures in 
that country, with liabilities amounting to 
$10,693,015, against 699 in the same period 
last year, with liabilities of $5,501,697, an 
increase of nearly 100 per cent. in the losses 
sustained by the business interests of the 
Dominion. This is not flattering to the 
business capacity of the Canadians, and it 
is not calculated to inspire rosy hopes for 
the future. It is calculated, however, to 
advance the cause of those citizens of the 
Dominion who are already committed to a 
policy of commercial union with the United 
States, andin this sense it is not an un- 
mixed evil. Unrestricted trade relations 
between this country and Canada would 
undoubtedly go far toward restoring pros- 
perity to the merchants of the Dominion, 
and that they are sadly in need of a restora- 
tive of some kind the record of the first half 
of 1887 establishes beyond a doubt. 


FOURTH OF JULY. 

Mayor Hewitt’s objections to noise are 
well known. It was, we suppose, mainly 
because dogs bark that he the other day de- 
clared his personal willingness to have all 
the dogs in the city destroyed. That would 
be a radical cure for insomnia occasioned 
by the barking of dogs, and in the same 
way the extermination of cats would 
effectually prevent them from disturbing 
slumber. The nocturnal cat is, upon the 
whole, a much greater nuisance than the 
nocturnal dog, which, as a rule, howls only 
when he is tied up, whereas cats wander 
while they sing, and a single troupe of 
feline minstrels can banish sleep from an 
entire Assembly district. 

There is now an opportunity for the 
Mayor to make his objections to noise use- 
ful to the whole community. The Mayor 
means to spend the Fourth of July out 
of town, as does every other citizen who 
can do so. But when everybody has 
gone who can get away, there will still 
be considerably over a million of people 
left, and to three-fourths of them, including 
all the females and a majority ofthe adult 
males, the day will be one of annoyance, 
amounting in most cases to positive suffer- 
ing. For three or four days before the 
Fourth the noise of the Fourth begins. It 
has, in fact, begun already this year—it 
began before June ended. People whose 
nerves are in a normal state find this 
constant succession of small detonations 
very trying. Even animals suffer, as every- 
body knows who has happened to notice 
the condition of the car horses at the close 
of a Fourth of July. The car horse is the 
least excitable and high-strung of his kind. 
He will trot tranquilly along under’ the 
tracks of the elevated road without paying 
any heed to the intermittent roar and ratile 
of the trains over his head. Even the 
car horse is seriously affected by the racket 
of the Fourth, and at the close of a trip 
down and up town he is bathed in sweat, 
even if the day happens to be cool, and 
stands trembling and unstrung as @& 
typical illustration of nervous prostra- 
tion. As for more spirited and valua- 
ble horses, no owner thinks of letting them 
go out of the stable on the Fourth of July, 
and one of the principal enjoyments to be 
derived from holidaysis thus made impos- 
sible. Once within the Park they are safe, 
for the Park police really enforce the rule 
which is everywhere else neglected, but the 
risk of taking horses to and from the Park 
is too great for sensible owners to run. 

Strong men find themselves at the close of 
a Fourth of July in a condition of high 
irritability. What, then, must be the effect 
of the racket of the day and of the days 
that precede it upon persons of highly nerv- 
ous temperament or whose nerves are un- 
strung by discase? 
only inflicts upon 
amount of needless suffering, but it must be 
answerable for the fatal termination of 
many cases of illness that but for it would 
result in recovery.

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police into an atinual pandemonium? It i#- 


absurd to suppose that patriotism is fos- 
tered in the bosom of a small boy by per- 
mitting himself to make an unrestrained 
nuisance of himself all day, while if his 
elders connect. the nuisance with the 
event that forms its excuse their pa- 
triotism is distinctly weakened by the 
association. Moreover, this racket, which 
every rational person flees from, be- 
sides being a nuisance and a danger as 
well, not only in its effects upon the human 
nerves, but also by its tendency to bring 
about destructiye fires, is an obstacle to 
any decent celebration. A pageant during 
the day and a show of fireworks at night, 
under the careful management of adults, 
would give far more pleasure to children 
than a day of mere noise. There is 
enough money wasted in mere noise 
every year in this city to pay for a 
really impressive exhibition of fireworks 
in every public place from the Battery to 
Mount Morris Park. Yet the only public 
celebration of the day this year will be due 
to the public spirit of a few residents of 
Harlem, while the public authorities, in- 
stead of devising a series of such celebra- 
tions for the whole city, confine themselves 
to conniving at the efforts of the small boy 
to make the city uninhabitable. 

It is too late to arrange for a decent cele- 
bration of the Fourth, but it is not too late 
to prevent at least the worst excesses of an 
indecent celebration, which is also an un- 
lawful celebration. The statute of this 
State provides that “no person shall fire or 
discharge any gun, pistol, rocket, squib, 
cracker, or other firework within a quarter 
ofamile of any building * * * on the 
4th day of July * * * withoutthe order 
of some officer of the militia while in the 
course of military exercises,” under a penal- 
ty of five dollars for each offense. If Super- 
intendent MURRAY gives the force to under- 
stand to-morrow that this law is actually 
to be enforced on Monday it will be possi- 
ble, for the first time within the memory of 
man, for an adult who is not stone deaf to 
pass a tolerable Fourth of July in the city 
of New-York. 


The attitude of the present Government 
in France toward certain undertakings 
which it is asked to support cannot en- 
courage those who hope that the nation 
will finish the Panama Canal. The Minis- 
ter of Public. Works recently declared in 
the Chamber of Deputies that the Govern- 
ment could not think of making a canal 
across the neck of the Spanish peninsula 
because the revenue of such a canal would 
not pay interest on the investment. Nor 
would the condition of the public finances 
allow the Government to make Paris a 
seaport. That work must be left 
for private enterprise. A writer in the 
Popular Science Monthly for July, Mr. 
STUART F. WELD, says, referring to Lieut. 
KIMBALL’s report about the Panama Canal: 
“Tf such a statement on the part of Lieut. 
KIMBALL makes us cautious in accepting 
the present, or at least recent, estimate of 
the company as to ultimate cost, 1,200,000,- 
000f., it may make us equally cautious in 
accepting the pessimistic larger estimates 
which appear from time to time.” But why 
should any one be “cautious” now about 
accepting an éstimate of $240,000,000 for 
the total cost, when, with only a small part 
of the work done and substantially all of 
its money spent, the company’s obligations 
already exceed $275,000,000 ? 

EL AL NIE ASTI LENE ROT LET SCTE 

Two features of the examinations for pro- 
motionin the Quartermaster-General’s office 
are noteworthy. One is that the women did 
much better than the men. Not only were 
but two women out of twenty-seven 
unable to reach the minimum, -while 
six men out of ‘thirty failed, but 
the average marking of the women was 
higher than that of the men. This will 
probably be construed by unfriendly critics 
as showing that the examinations were of 
the kind that the quick but shallow fem- 
inine mind would meet more readily 
than the slower’ but more’ sound 
masculine mind. But this comforta- 
ble theory is overthrown by the second 
noteworthy fact, viz., that the markings 
for efficiency made before the examina- 
tion by the Quartermaster-General and 
based entirely on his observation of the 
work of the competitors agreed almost ex- 
actly in every case but one with the mark- 
ings obtained in the examination. Thus 
does the cold light of truth gradually but 
unmercifully dispel the complacency in 
which the opponents of the reform have 
been wont to wrap themselves.

AN UNPOPULAR PRESIDENT. 


WHY MR. BEACH WAS REMOVED FROM 
THE CONTROL OF WESLEYAN. 

Hartrorp, Conn., June 30.—Naturalyy, 
the Trustees of Wesleyan University at Middile- 
town feel some delicacy in revealing their rea- 
sons for removing their venerable President, 
Mr. Beach, but it was admitted to-day that his 
unpopularity with the Alamni and students 
made it impolitic, if not impossible, to retain 
him longer. He is an able man, and of sterling 
integrity, but lacking the faculty of governing 
without making enemies. It is recollected that 
when President of the Amenia (N. Y.) Seminary, 
before the war, this fault necessitated 
his removal, and at his present age 


of 70 he __—ihas learned little from 
experience of men. The students of 
_Wesleyan have been in almost open rebellion 
for months, although this Methodist institution 
has perhaps one of the easiest controllable bod- 
ies of students in the country. Unfortunately 
for President Beach he also lost the support of 
the Faculty, and by his general administration 
provoked the hostility of the Alumni. Their 
vote of yesterday, asking his removal, 100 to 1, 
indicates the extent of the feeling against him. 
In the face of this he mn 4 rejected the sug- 
gestion of the Trustees that he ought to resign, 

nd, as was characteristic of the man, forced 
them to the alternative of voting him out, which 
be ? promptly did by 24 to 3. 

r. George I. Seney, of Brooklyn, N. Y., one 
Wesloyan’s chief benefactors, placed Mr. Beac 
in the Presidency several years ago and stood by 
him to the last. Another earnest friend was the 
great leather merchant, Oliver Hoyt, who died 
recently. But Py arr gp ae to a few wealthy 
Trustees was not in itself sufficient warrant for 
continuing at the head of one of the greatest 
educational institutions of the Methodist Church 
@ Man who was diminishing its influence and 
usefulness. Mr. Seney is reported to have been 
80 annoyed by President Beach's removal that 
he offered his resignation as Trustee, but was in- 
formed that as aConference Trustee the Con- 
ference alone could release him. It is under- 
stood that President Beach will retire to private 
life, and his years warrant it. 


JHE NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 


RESULTS OF CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINA- 
TIONS—THE PRESIDENT’S PLANS. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Of the 57 clerks 
in the office of the Quartermaster-General who 
uptodate have been examined for promotion 
under the new civil service rules, 30 were men 
and 27 women. The examination of the papers 
shows that six men and two women failed to 
attain the minimum of 75 out of a possible 100. 
Commissioner Oberly to-day said that the wom- 
en, as a rule, passed a much more satisfactory 
examination than the men and reached higher 
averages. A fact that is regarded by the com- 
mission as very significant 1s that the marking 
on efficiency by the Quartermaster-General, 
made prior to the examination and kept secret 
until after the result of the examination had 
been determined, agreed almost exactly with 
the markings of the Examiners, There was only 
one exception. This result is highly satisfactory 
to the commission, who regard it as a refutation

MR. RIDGWAY SAFH. 


GOV. HILL DECLINES TO REMOVE KINGS’ 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

ALBANY, June 30.—Gov. Hill has dis- 
missed the charges preferred just before the last 
election by Anthony Comstock against District 
Attorney Ridgway, of Kings County, for his 
failure to prosecute persons charged with 
violation of the laws against pool selling. The 
Governor says that although all the papers were 
filed last January he has been unable to consider 
the case until now. He doubts if he can prop- 


erly remove an official who is serving his secona 
term for misconduct during his first term, and 
concludes: 


“*But the case can as well be disposed of upon its 
merits. There seems to be no necessity for any 
further hearing, as the legislative investigation 
appears to have been sufficiently thorough. The 
minority report of the committee bears evidence of 
careful consideration and calm, judical treatment. 
Having confidence in the ability, integrity, and fair- 
ness of Messrs. Greene and Cutler, the minority of 
the committee, I can with propriety accept their 
conclusions in this matter. ey hold in substance 
that these charges are groundless, and were inspired 
ps partisan £ personal malice. Itis unncessary to 
discuss the details of the case, and it is sufficient to 
state that it is apparent that any further inquiry 
would be fruitless and only result in a useless ex- 
pense to the county of Kings. Upon the whole case 
as now presented to me I am satisfied that there is 
no occasion for Executive interference, aud the 
charges are hereby dismissed.” 


Never did District Attorney Ridgway more 
fully deserve his nickname of “Smiling Jimmy” 
than yesterday, when the news of the Governor’s 


decision reached him. Hisfullface was wreathed 
in smiles, and he frequently compelled his friends 
—and they were legion—to ‘‘amile” at his ex- 
pense. By nightfall he was ina condition only 
to grin and hiccough, but before he reached that 
oblivious state a reporter found him. To him 
Ridgway said, after a confidential “I told you 
so.” “I did my whole duty, and have never 
doubted the outcome of the case before the Govy-

HOW TO EVADE THE LAW. 

CuicaGo, June 30.—A State law making 
the operation of bucket shops illegal goes inte 
effect to-morrow, and all the bucket shops in the 
city have ostensibly gone out of business as 
such. But the bucket shop men believe they 
have found a way to circumvent the law by 
operating through the Open Board of Trade. 
The open board has suddenly decided that it 


would be a good thing to trade in stocks again, 
and will resume such trading to-morrow worn- 
ing with the chances in favor of big transactions 
in stocks of all descriptions. -It is said the 
proprietors of bucket shops have assured the 
be pe. board Directors that they would turn over 
their custom to the board, and henceforth make 
@ bona fide contract for any man who desired ta 
put up $10 on 10 shares of the St. Paul orany 
other stock. Each shop, it is understood, will 
have two or more men representing it on the 
open board. When a bank clerk drops into the 
shop and sees Western Union climbing toward 
80 he will put down $10 and receive some kind 
of a contract recording the transaction. The 

roprietor will protect himself against the law 
by mmediately telephoning one of his repre- 
sentatives at the open board to buy 10 shares 
of Western Union at tbe price named 
in the bank clerk’s contract,and another repre- 
sentative will be instructed to sell at the sams 
price. The two representatives will, of course, 
trade with each other. When the settlement day 
comes the bucket shop's sheet will balance beanu- 
tifully and no deliveriesof stuff will be called 
for. Itis possible that several shops wilt form a 
pool and simplify matters by letting two men 
represent them all on the board. But in any 
case “ wash” sales on the board, it is said, ara 
intended to be used as a protection against any 
inquisitive examinations which suspicious of 
jealous people may cause to have made.

A MAN WHO PLAYED A LEAD- 
ING PART IN POLITICS. 
HIS RISE WITH THE CONKLING MACHINE 

AND HIS FALL FROM POWER WITH 
HIS CHIEF’S DEFEAT. 

AnBany, N. Y., June 30.—The Hon. John 
¥. Smyth, ex-Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department, died shortly before midnight 
tonight at his residence, on  Lancas- 
ter-street. Ho had ng euffered trom 
dropsy and had not left his house for several 
months. On ‘Monday he was attacked with a 
congestive chill, as the result of a cold, and in 
his weak physica! condition was unabie to rally. 
Heo leaves a widow and one son. 

Afew years ago the name of John F. Smyth 
was heard in political circles everywhere. He 
was one of the most trusted, skillful, and daring 
of the lieutenants of Roscoe Conkling, when the 
Senator wasin full control of. the Republican 
“machine.” The retirement of Mr. Conkling 
‘was soon followed by the overthrow of Mr. 
Smyth in the local organization, and, although 
he aimed toregain his old position, he ceased to 
be a political factor of marked influence in 
1883. 

Mr. Smyth was born in Scotland, near Glas- 
gow, in 1825. His father was a prominent bar- 
rister and the boy with his brothers and sisters 
were well educated. After spending the first 
years of his early manhood asa clerk in a Scotch 
railway office he removed to America in 1850. 
He was drawn towards a colony of Scotchmen 
at Kirkland, Oneida County, where he became 
clerk and subsequently pookkeeper in Clark’s 


mills and soon married Miss Agnes Brydon. About 
1856 he first met Roscoe Conkling as the latter 
was stumping the county. His admiration for 
the rising young Utica politician led Mr. Smyth 
into politics in 1858, when Mr. Conkling 
sought to obtain the nomination to Con- 
gress from the Twentieth District against 
Oo. B. Matteson, .who desired a renomi- 
nation as a vindication of his course in the pre- 
vious Congress. Tp the success of Mr. Conk- 
ling in the bitter strife Mr. Smyth contributed 
not alittle. Although Mr: Clark, the owner of 
the mills, was a supporter of Mr. Matteson, his 
bookkeeper was on the other side, and first dis- 
played his’ pluck as a politician by capturing 
nearly all his employer's men and voting them 
in a body at the primaries for Mr. Conkling. For 
this trick he was promptly discharged. 

Early in the next year Mr. Conkling obtained 
another place for him in’ tne Canal Auditor’s of- 
fice in Albany. In 1863, through the Utica Con- 
gressman’s influence, he wasappointed Collector 
of Internal Revenue of the Northern District of 
New-York. Resigning after several years’ serv- 
ice, Mr. Smyth gave up politics for business for 
atime. He engaged in malting with varying suc- 
cess until 1872, when Gen. Grant appointed 
him Postmaster of Albany. From that time 
until the downfall of Senator Conkling 
he was aconspicuous and on occasions a most 
influential figure in local and State politica. On 
a staaller scale he built upin Albany County a 
peescet machine similar to that organized in the 
state by Senator Conkling, and run on the same 
principles. It was controlled by an iron hand, 
and was managed to advance the interests of its 
directors. Mr. Smyth soon became the “‘ boss” 
of Albany County. He was one of the local 
lieutenants of the Conkling machine who could 
always be relied upon to deliver his county for 
the slated programme. 

He became a member of the Republican State 
Committee about 1876, holding the position 
some years. In 1877 politicians were astounded 
by his nomination by Gov. Robinson to be Su- 
age ache of the Insurance Department. 

his action, coming just at the time when the 
country was convulsed with the contest over 
the Presidency, gave color to the current 
rumor that Senator Conkling was  pre- 
pared to declare his belief in the election 
of Mr. Tilden, and it was said that the Govern- 
or’s course was a recognition of the Senator’s 
expected vote. Whether the report about Mr. 
Conkling had any foundation in fact it certainly 
served to secure the Superintendency for his 
faithful follower. A year later Gov. Robinson 
4 referred charges against the Superintendent 
5 ‘or malfeasance in office. After a trial by the 

Senate lasting 20 days he was acquitted. 
In the memorable political campaign of 1880 
Mr, Smyth was untiring in his efforts to obtain 
3 votes for Gen. Grant. His tactics in Albany 
County were so outrageous that they gained 
national noteriety. The snap primaries, called 
on 12 hours’ notice, was a piece of audacious 
and brazen management, which furnished the 
opponents of the third term astrong text for 
denunciation of machine rule and caused the 
first notable outburst of anti-Grant sentiment 
rior to the famous midsummer convention at 
tica. By many politicians it 1s believed that 
ths Albany snap primaries, which were a 
device of Boss Smyth, served to crystallize the 
anti-machine feeling in the Stateinto the formid- 
able opposition whick broke the unit rule in 
New-York State at Chicago, and later retired 
Mr. Conkling to private life. Another incident 
in Mr. Smyth’s career, coming at the time of 
the Utica Convention served to hasten the de- 
feat of Senator Conklinge’s plans. About the 
middie of February Gov. Cornell renominated 
bim for Superintendent of Insurance. In spite 
of the intense indignation aroused among Repub- 
: licans of the capital city by the snap primaries 
, Mr. Charles FE. Smith, the editor of the 
Evening Journal, gave editorial indorsement of 
the nomination. This did not meet the views 
of the proprietors of the paper, and the next day 
there was a change in the editorship, the veteran 
George Dawson reassuming his place tempo- 
rarily. His record during the next year was one 
of the most brilliant in the history of Al- 
- — journalism. 

After the resignations of Senators Conkling 
and Platt Mr. Smyth was one of the band who 
labored devotediy, but in vain, for their re- 
election and vindication. When Ger. Arthur be- 
came President, Mr. Uonkling strongly urged 
him to remove Collector Robertson and put Mr. 
Smyth in his place, but this request was 
firmly refused. In 1882 Mr. Smyth again 
did valuable service for the machine in favor 

- of Judge Foiger’s nomination. It was his 
fortune to be Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee during the disastrous campaign of 
that year which started Mr. Cleveland on his 
way tothe White House. His own overthrow 
came in tne following Spring, when his 
former lieutenants, Andrew 8. Draper, James 
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. W. Bentley, and Robert R. Oliver com- 
bined with part of the old half breed 
faction and wrested the control of 







the loval organization from Mr. Smyth. His 
part in the celebrated Slingerland’s Convention 
‘7 of 1884, when he sought to prevent the elec- 
tion of Arthur delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention, was his last appearance in politics 

when his action had any particular weight. 
Mr. Smyth embarked in the brokerage busi- 
.? nessin Albany in 1881, but was forced to an 
assignment in 1884, after the failure of Hotch- 

+ iss & Burham, his New-York connection.

OHIO PROHIBITIONISTS. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE STATE CONVEN- 
TION AT DELAWARE. 
DELAWARE, Ohio, June 30.—The Pro- 
hibition State Convention was called to order 
at9 o’clock this morning in the Opera House. 
There were 700 delegates in attendance, and a 
great number of. friends of the cause, filling 
the house completely. The walls were orna- 
mented with such mottoes as ‘‘ High License is 
Treason;” “Measures, Not Men;”’ ‘ What is 
Wrong is Against the General Welfare;” ‘‘ Pro- 


hibition of the Drink Traffic.” Just after the 
convention was called to order some one pinned 
the fourth commandment in big red letters on 
the American flag which decorated the wall be- 
hind the platform. Directly under the Scriptural 
quotation was then placed these words, ‘ Abro- 
gated May 14, 1886, by the Ohio General As- 
sembly.” This act was greeted with uproarious 
applause. : 

John T. Moore, an attorney from Jackson, was 
announced as permanent Chairman and made a@ 
speech that aroused his hearers to a high pitch 
ot enthusiasm. Referring to the rebel-flag 
incident, he said: ‘Those flags were 
gallantly captured; it was gloriously done 
and done forever. Those fiags will never 
trouble us more. They are trailed in the 
dust, but there is another flag floating defiant of 
the Stars and Stripes; it is the black flag with 
the skutl and cross-bones, and inscribed: ‘Aban- 
don hope all ye whoenter here.’ That is the 
flag we are after now. There is noroom inthe 
blue sky of American freedom for any flag but 
the Stars and Stripes.” 

The Platform Committee presented a long list 
of resolutions which occupied some time in reaa- 
ing and much more in discussion. Briefly they 
arraign the liquor interest as a public enemy, 
commend the Knights of Labor for banishing 
liquor dealers from their circles; set forth that 
the churches oppose the taxing and licensing of 
liquor selling, because such measures only 
provide for a continuance of the saloon 
and all the evils connected with it; deciare 
the need of the enforcement of a prohibitory 
liquor law, indorse the work of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union and laws for Sun- 
day observance; condemn the Dow liquor law, 
favor bureaus of arbitration of labor questions, 
ask for postal savings banks, a reservation of 
the public lands for actual settlers, and a pro- 
hibition of child Jabor and the importation of 
pauper labor; denounce the frauds of the Michi- 
gan anti-amendment vote, and oppose any sud- 
den and violent. changes in the tariff or a 
éontinuance of measures which will keep alive 
a sectional animosity between the North and the 
South. The eleventh resolution declares ‘‘ that 
the welfare of the community and the law of 
God require a further safeguard for the civil and 
Christian Sabbath not inconsistent with the 
rights of those who observe the seventh day, 
and for the protection of virtue and the purity 
of the family.” The twelfth demands a temper- 
ance education in the schools, supported in 
whole or in part by State funds. 

Vigorous discussion ensued when the Thir- 
teenth resolution (woman suffrage) was reached. 
This reads: “ Recognizing that suffrage is in- 
herent in citizenship, we pledge ourselves to 
submit to a vote of the people an amendment to 
the constitution providing for suffrage irrespect- 
ive of sex.” Prof. Frost, in behalf of the mi- 
nority of the Committee on Resolutions, moved 
to strike out the introductory clause, which 
recognizes that suffrage is ‘inherent in citizen- 
ship.” Hedeclared that a host of men ready to 
vote for the submission.of the. amendment as a 
question of coincidence with the policy of the 
majority of the party are not. yet ready to de- 
clare for the principle. Moiher Stewart, Mrs, 
Thompson, President of the Woman‘s Christian 
Temperance Union, and others spoke in favor of 
the resolution as presented. 















































FAINTED IN JHE COURT. 


ACTOR HALL’S TRIAL 
POSTPONED. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—There was a 
dramatic scene in the new Court House to-day. 
Actor Hall,who murdered Lillian Rivers and then 
cut his own throat, had been brought from Moya- 
mensing Prison to answer the charge of murder. 
The trial had been postponed until next Fall 
and the murderer’s father had leaned over 
the dock to bid his son farewell, when the old 


man, whose hairs have been silvered by 70 years, 
burst into tears. The son stood trembling for a 
few moments, his lips quivering, tears rushing to 
his eyes, and with agasp he sankin a swoon. 
The father, weighed down with grief, was lead 
through the gaping throng, while Dr. Butcher, 
who had come up from the prison, and Dr. 
Walk jumped into the dock and, with several 
court officers, revived and supported the con- 
vulsive prisoner. As he was led from the dock, 
like a feeble and palsied man, he was a different 
Hall from the terrible, almost demoniac, man of 
a few weeks ugo, when he lay strapped to a cot 
in the German Hospital struggling to tear open 
his gashed neck, detying death, and with a thirst 
for blood that was insatiate. ; 

When Hall took his seat in the south dock of 
the court house. this morning. -his sandy mus- 
tache was freshly trimmed and he was neatly 
dressed in a dark suit, with a Prince Albert coat, 
while a new bandage took the place of a

collar around his wounded neck. He 
was fleshy, but pale and faint. His father, 
a good-looking, ruddy-faced man with 


gray hair and heavy beard, and to whom the 
prisoner bears a striking likeness, sat with his 
back to the dock, on the rail of which the mur- 
derer rested his bruised head. The lawyers for 
the defense asked a postponement that the pris- 
oner’s sanity might be inquired into, and pre- 
sented attidavits in support of their request. 
In one of the affidavits John McPherson Hall, of 
St. Louis, the father of Hall, swore that when | 
his son was but a year old he had a severe at- 
tack of brain fever. At the age of 4 years 
he was again laid low with brain fever, 
which lasted eight weeks and resulted in 
chronic headaches. When 8 years old his 
boy was several times carried off the streets of 
St. Louis in an unconscious condition. He was 
9 years old when he had the third attack of 
brain fever, and was sick for1l weeks. When 
12 years old he was struck on the head by an- 
other boy, and afterward he received a slight 
sunstroke. 
Judge Wilson granted the postponement.

A 
brother of the deceased physician, who resides in 
this city, took charge of the remains, which will 
probably be buried here. 


William Harrison Ross, ex-Governor of Dela- 
ware, died in Philadelphia, at the residence of his 


son-in-law, on Wednesday, in the seventy-fourth 
year of hisage. He was born at Laurel, Del., June 
2,1814,andfor a number of years aiter receiving 
his education devoted his attention to farming, be- 
coming one of the largest growers of small fruits in 
Delaware. In 1850 he was elected Governor of tha 
State by the Democrats, and after serving his term 
he declined a renomination on account of his im- 

aired hearing. He represented Delawarein the 
National Democratic Conventions of 1844, 1848, 
1856, and 1860. Seven of the ten children of Gov. 
Ross survive him.

He 
took a contract for mining the first coal ever mined 
in the Lackawanna Valley in 1830, and in 1847 built 
a section of the Hudson River Railroad, from Tarry- 
town to Irvington.

The oldest is James McEntee, the well known 
landscape painter, and the youngest G. L. McEntee, 
who does business in Rondout. The daughter, Dr. 
Sarah McEntee, is a practicing physician in Kings- 
ton City. . 
Hervey Sheldon, the head of the well known 
law firm of Sheldon & Brown, of 82 Nagsau-street, 
died of heart disease on Wednesday evening after a 
few days’ illness, at his home, 145 Kast Forty-eighth- 


street. Mr. Sheldon was born at Pompey, N. Y., 
June 22, 1816, and studied law with the Hon. Daniel 
Gott, of Syracuse, N. Y. He became a partner of 
John G. Forbes, of that city, in 1846, and for 1% 


years carried on a large practice under the firm 
name of Forbes & Sheldon. In 1859 he came to 
New-York and became associated with De Witt C. 
Brown in a general law business. He was an active 
member of the profession up to the time of his death 


and enjoyed a wide circle of acquaintances. A son 
Hervey Sheldon, Jr., of Chicago, und a daughter sur- 
vive him. The funeral services will take place at 
his home this afternoon, and the burial will be at 


Greenwood. 

Mrs, Julia Kean Fish, wife of Hamilton Fish, 
died yesterday at her residence, 25 East Seven- 
teenth-street. from rheumatism, aggravated by 
heart trouble. Mrs. Fish was born at Ursino, N. 
J., in 1816. She was the daughter of Peter Kean 
and Sarah Morris, and the granddaughter of John 
Kean.

EACH HAS A SURPLUS. 

The statements of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern, Michigan Central, Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis, 
and Canada Southern Railway Companies, pub- 
lished yesterday, all show large increases of net 
earnings for the six months ending June 30 over 
the same period last year. The statement of 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern shows 
surplus earnings of $1,750,270, as against $591,- 
207 for the same period last year, notwithstand- 
ing the expenditure of $240,000 for new cars 





this year. The Directors declared a divi- 
dend of 2 _ per cent., payable Aug. 
15. The Michigan Central reported a 
surplus of $404,000, against $146,360. 


The Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and In4i- 
anapolis reported a surplus of $7,152 68, against 
a deficit of $143,477 41 in 1886. The earnings 
and expenditures of the Canada Southern Road 
are included in the statement of the Michigan 
Central. The share belonging to the former road 
was $170,000, an increase of $122,360 over the 
first six months of 1886. This, added to the 
balance of $236,381 from income of 1886, gave 
a balance of $406,381, from which a dividend of 
144 per cent. was declared, payable Aug. 15. The 
statement of the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Road and its leased lines for the quarter 
ending June 30 showed anestimated surplus of 
$466,000, and for the nine months ending June 
30, $906,000. 


UNION PACIFIC REBATES. 
Omana, June 30.—The Pacific railway 





| investigating commission resumed its session 


here this morning. “ Thomas L, Kimball, General 
Traffic Manager of the Union Pacific, was ex- 
amined with regard tothe free pass system, re- 
bates, and other particulars. The general in- 
structions relating to passes, he said, permitted 
the issuance of these favors to members or the 


press, nembers of legislative bodies, (‘‘as a mat- 
ter of policy made ‘necessary by the practice of 
other roads,”) temperance lecturers, Sisters of 
Charity, news agents, and to persons hav- 
ing business establishments at various points 
on the line. In explaining the rebates allowed to 
the Standard Oil Company, Mr. Kimball said that 
company gave the Union Pacific 50 per cent. of 
its entire transcontinental business. Rebates 
had been given by the company to contractors 
for Indian supplies. An item of about $17,000 
rebate to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
was paid as the Union Pacitic’s share in the 
transcontinental pool—paid as the Union Pa- 
cifie’s share of the carrying capacity of the 
Pacific Mail steamers, and also as one of the con 
ditions of the pooling arrangement with the 
steamship company, under which that company 
agreed to waintain passenger and freight rates 
between New York and San Francisco. 


THE PAR VALUE REDUCED. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—The stockhold- 
ers of the Central Transportation Company held 
a special meeting in Association Hall this morn- 
ing to provide for the distribution of the surplus 
of $700,000 about which there has been so 
much litigation. If the fund was distributed in 
dividends the stock would be entitled to $28,000 


taxes upon it, and to avoid this loss to the com- 
pany it was proposed to reduce the par value of 
the stock from $50 to $38, paying back to the 
stockholders $12 per share. G. M. Pullman, 
who was represented by counsel, objected to 
the distribution, as he thought the surplus 
should be retained as a reserve fund. Mr. Mc- 
Mename, a large stockholder, objected to a dis- 
tribution which would avoid the payment of 
taxes. After a heated debate the proposition to 
reduce the par value of stock to $38 was carried 
unanimously, the vote in its favor representing 
25,974 shares. Mr. Puallman’s stock’ was not 
voted, and McMename succumbed to the in- 
evitable. A by-law which had been adopted by 
the Board of Directors, constituting a majority 
of stockholders a quorum at any meeting of the 
company, was submitted and ratified without 
opposition.

WOES OF THE INMATES 


TELLING OF BAD FOOD AND 
BRUTAL KHEPERS. 

MEN WHO HAVE BEEN IN THE WARD’S 
ISLAND INSTITUTION TESTIFYING—A 
DEFECT IN CIVIL SERVICE METHODS. 

The Commissioners of Charities and Cor- 
vection yesterday employed Arthur H. Masten as 
counsel to represent them in the investigation 
¢tnto the management of the insane asylum on 

Ward’s Island. Before doing so, however, they 

sought the advice of the Corporation Counsel. 

He saw no objection, providing it was agreeable 

to the members of the State Board of Charities, 

which is conducting the inquiry at the request 
of Mayor Hewitt. The subject came up 
at the opening of the afternoon session 
yesterday, and Commissioners Craig and 

Milhau consented to the proposition, and agreed 

to take a recess until to-day so that Lawyer 

Masten might read over the testimony reported 

by the official stenographer. In consenting to 

the arrangement, however, the State Commis- 


sioners wish it to be understood that they will 
adhere to the original pian of making the inves- 
tigation as broad and searching as possible. A 
feneral invitation is extended to those who 
know anything about the management of the 
city asylum to come forward and testify to facts 
in their possession. 

John N. Emra, of 1,862 Lexington-avenue, 
told an interesting story yesterday about his, 
confinementin the asylum. “I was there 11 
weeks last year,” he said, “and my stay was 
one horrible nightmare. I was committed for 
excessive drinking, but after a few days my 
mind became clear. In plain terms the food 
Was good enough for a pig. At breakfast we 
were given some kind of porridge and part of 
the ingredients were in the raw state. The 
coffee, so called, was a mixture like 
slops. The bread and butter furnished was as a 
rule fair. Once or twice a week the bread was 
sour and the butter rank. At least one meal out 
of the three each day gave us good cause for 
complaint. For dinner there was a preparation 
called soup, and meatof a very inferior grade, 
worth three or four cents a pound. The supply 
was plentiful, but as the inmates were only al- 
lowed 15 minutes’ time at the table, they could 
not satisfy their hunger. Patients were driven 
out of the dining room to make way for the at- 
tendants, who wanted their dinner. If 
@ patient lingered at the table’ he 
was kicked or bundled out of the 
room by other inmates who had charge of the 
cooking. Half the time the carrots, turnips, 
and potatoes were not half cooked and unfit for 
human beings. I have often seen patients leave 
the vegetables untouched on their plates. For 
supper we had bread and butter, a mixture 
called tea, and once or twice a week meat was 
served. Occasionally there was.a pickle or 
small cucumber, but a bite of one was sufficient. 
Patients were bathed once a week.and in from 
60 to 90 seconds time. Ihave seen aS many as 
eight lunatics bathed in the same water. The 
rule compelling uniform exercise went hard 
with patients who were weak and out of condi- 
tion. 

“In Ward 141 witnessed acts of cruelty and 
violence almost hourly. It seemed to bea part 
of the system of treatment. I remember one in- 
mate by the name of Smith. He seemed to bea 
butt for the abuse of an attendant named Barry, 
or Boyle, a tall, dark man, and a regular fiend. 
Smith always screamed when bit, and the at- 
tendant never missed acbuance to rap the un- 
fortunate man, generally on theribs. Iremem- 
ber a silent old man, very quiet naturally, who, 
while moving slowly out of the dining room, was 
hit violently on the head with atin cup in the 
hands of an attendant. 

“There were a number of inmates who seemed 
to be sane and unjustly detained in the asylum. 
Among those were Needle, Marshall, Gerlach, 
Gunther, Flannigan, Metcalf, Kessler,Kalbfleisch, 
Payne, and Abel. Some of those had occasional 
delusions, but I think would be much better out 
of thanin theasylum. A Polish boy named Neil 
had been confined two years and a half, and it 
was a burning shame that he was not released. 
He had a trade, and was bright, clever, and am- 
bitious. Pierce and Barry were the names of 
two brutal attendants. As a general thing, I 
was forced to bathe in water that was filthy. I 
have been inthe tub when six lunatics were 
waiting tobe washed. There was a patient in 
the asylum named Rankin who could not eat the 
food, became ill and died.” 

Another interesting witness was George An- 
derson, of Sherman, Texas. “I came to New- 
York,” he said, “with some mustang horses, 
went on a spree, and landed on Ward’s Island. 
Iwas there in the asylum seven months, being 
released a week ago. The food was bad. The 
pickles would make a man sick if he looked at 
them. The coffee, such as it was, was good— 
we thought so because it was all we got, 
The cooking was very bad. It could not be 
otherwise when the head cook, Dave, was 
drunk two-thirds of the time. When in that 
condition heleft a lot of imbeciles in the kitchen 
to do the work. Nobody but insane people 
could remain in the kitchen, it smelled so bad. 
Salt and pepper never were seen on the table, 
and water was not given us at meals. I often 
got up from the table hungry to make room for 
the attendants who wan their dinner. 

“It was a common thing to see attendants 
abuse inmates. I saw Keeper Cleary take a luna- 
tic by the throat.and rush him outof the dining 
room. Isaw Keeper McCus beat poor Mendel- 
sohn, who has since died. Isaw both those at- 
tendants hoid George Farrish under a faucet. 
They made me turn on the waterand then they 
bounced the helpless man upand down. Isaw 
Cleary hit a patientin the face and give him a 
black eye. Ihave seen Cleary take an old man 
by the whiskers and jerk him off his feet without 
cause. I saw Keeper Kearn jump on and kicka 
ent named Lydell. Attendants Clifford and 

leary choked a patient named Fisher 
because he refused to go to bed. There was an 
attendant named Grinston who, when sober, sat 
around and read a newspaper, and when drunk 
went tosleep. He was a useless attaché and has 
been discharged. Another attendant, named 
Mitchell, was discharged for drunkenness. In 
washing inmates there was no discrimination 
’ where a patient had skin disease. There was an 

attendant named Mallon who used to get drunk 
and steal from inmates whenever he had an op- 
portunity. Inever reported any of the scenes 
or violations of the rules because I knew enough 
to mind my own business. I feared longer con- 
tinement and abuse if I complained.” 

Lee Phillips, of 247 West Seventy-first-street, 
Secretary of the Executive Board of the city 
civil service, explained the method of selecting 
candidates for positions in the asylum. “The 
average character of the applicants,” he said, 
“is low. It used to be worse than it is now. 
Male applicants, as a rule, seem to be drinking 
men and of undesirable character. I think the 
class of applicants is low because the pay is in- 
adequate and the position of attendantis not a 
desirable one. The examination is not severe. 
The female applicants are a decided improve- 
menton the wales. During the past year we 
sent up alist of candidates numbering 328, of 
which 230 were appointed. I suppose some of 
the persons who failed to get appointed were re- 
jected on account of their migratory habits and 
disqualitications discovered by the General Su- 
perintendent of the asylum.” 

Commissioner Craig remarked that he believed 
in the general principles of civil service reform, 
but he could readily see the difficulties of select- 
ing proper candidates for attendants in the New- 
York Insane Asylum. 

Emil Sabel, of 73 Second-avenue,a chattel 

mortgage broker, who was an attendant in the 
asylum in 1886, testified to his experience and 
observations in the wards of the inatitution. He 
told substantially the same story that he did at 
the Farrish inquest before Coroner Levy. The 
witness knew it was his duty to report violations, 
but did not do so outof sympathy with the at- 
tendants and because the ward physicians were 
supposed to know what was going on, 

Ernest: J. Brown, of 111 Essex-street, was 
confined in the asylum from March 5 until May 
B80, 1886, when he was rescued on a writ of 
habeas corpus by his brother. He testified to 
the poor quality of the meat, and said t the 
fish soup given to inmates twice a week was 
only tit forswine. The quality of food was in- 
sufficient. Cheese was one of the articles on the 
supper table. He had seen patients bathed in 
the same water frequently. Inmates did not 
complain of violations of the rules for fear of 
fresh hardships. ‘ While | was there,” said the 
witness, “I saw General Superintendent Mac- 
donald once. He was in Europe most of the 
time. I saw Medical Superintendent Trautman 
just three times in eight weeks. It was said he 
used to prowl about the wards with a lantern at 
night and frighten the inmates.” 

he witness asked the Commissioners to maks 
special inquiry about patients retained in the 
‘wards who are not insane. He mentioned the 
following: Ward 19—Powers, Curry, Williams, 

Madden, Sandford, McEvoy; Ward 18—Thomas 

Carron, Pohl, Hunt, Burke, Hanson, Paul, Gus- 

tav Emhoff; Ward 14—Tucker, William Aldrich; 

Ward 21—Ruppell; Ward 23—A Swede, who is 

not an American citizen. 

The Rey. T. C. Williams, an Episcopal minister, 
who has achapel on Ward’s Island, testified in 
behalf of the management of the asylum. His 
observations during the past five years had been 
general, but he had discovered nothing improper 
and thought the management would more than 
favorably compare with that of asylums else- 
where, here and abroad. 

The investigation will be continued at 10 o’clock 
to-day in Room 13 City HalL

THE OUSTOM HOUSE PENALTY SUITS. 


Judge Wallace, of the United States 
Circuit Court, rendered a decision yesterday in 
the pioneer case of the Custom House penalty 


suits. There are about 90 others involving 
$452,200, and it is not expected that the case 
will be appealed or that, if it is carried up, the 
Wallace decision will be reversed. The test 
case was one brought by Iselin & Neeser against 
Collector Hedden, to secure @ penalty of $200 
imposed under the law upon any Custom House 
ofiicer for accepting a fee for work regularly re- 
quired of him. Though the fees in these cases 
were paid to merchant appraisers and not Cus- 
tom House officers, and the long time custom in 
wuch matters was followed, the suit ended in a 
defeat of the Government before Judge Brown, 
In the United States District Court upon his 
rulings. District Attorneys Walker and Platt 
then argued an appeal on a writ of error before 
Judge Wallace. His decision yesterday reversed 
the verdict of the court below, 


PATRIOTISM AND POWDER. 


AN UNPRECEDENTED BOOM THIS YEAR 
IN BOTH. 


The glorious Fourth approacheth. The 
great firecracker, fat and ferocious, hangs in 
blood-red festoons upon the outer wall of the 
emporium of explosives. The skyrocket, single- 
sticked, three-legged or four-legged, according 
to its weight and style of manufacture, leans 
sleepily against the rack, waiting to splendor 
itself against the night in aerial dissolution. The 
Chinese bomb, impatient of its close-wrapped 
tightness, threatens to go off by itself if the 


Fourth does not occur on time, and the torpedoes 
have become so worked up by the rising patri- 
otic hot wave that they are popping all by them- 
selves in the boxes like a lot of chemical sar- 
dines on a strike. 

All the other pretty things that blow up and 
disappear in 16 kinds of colors and 18 varieties 
of noises, have arrived as usual from the facto- 
ries, The man thatis glad that Americans wal- 
loped the British can say so this year by means 
of aerolites, batteries, chaplets of roses, dia- 
mond stars, Egyptian circlets, floral bompsheils, 
flowering aloes, flying pigeons, geysers, gallop- 
ades, man in the moons, parachute rockets, 
phantom circles, saucissons, serpents, showers 
of pearls, silver glorys, sparkling caprices, star 
mines, vertical wheels, water fires, and as many 
other kinds of concerns that disappear witha 
sputter, a blaze, and a bang as there are kinds of 
sinners in that permanent exhibition of fire- 
works which Col. Ingersoll says has been for- 
ever closed for repairs. ! : 

The new styles in patriotic explosion which 
this year’s market has produced include the 
saucisson, which, as it name indicates, is a col- 
lection of fiery sausages coiled ina tall cardboard 
box. Itisasortof amine, which, when fired, 
dispenses 20 colored balls, and these balls, when 
they explode, set serpents free that wave and 
twistin all directions. Such is the statement of 
the fireworks men; butas they decline to tear 
off even a link of the sausage in theirsbops during 
business hours, the accuracy of the statement 
cannot ibe tested. Another new wrinkle is the 
colored aerolite, which isa star with a tail of 
fire, and there is also a new fire fountain, which 
waves and rolls and twists asitrises in the air 
like a small butred-hot cyclone. Outsideof these 
allthe old favorites are numerously apparent. 
Firecrackers are being sold by the ton, pin- 
wheels by the cartload, and small fireworks by 
the bushel. Judging from the sales, the amount 
of punk which will be burned on the altar of 
the American eagle will this year be greater 
than ever before. 

Inquiry among the three bigdealers in the 
city who, together, make nearly all the fireworks 
used in this country, reveals the fact that the 
demand for explosives this year is somethin 
unprecedented. It is a general demand from al 
parts of the country, except the South, which 
celebrates only in Chrismas week. The State of 
Pennsylvania seems to be in the lead 
at the present time. In figuring for 
the present market, the plan adopted 
by one firm was to manufacture 33 per cent. 
over last year’s output. Not only has this in- 
creased product been exhausted, but 50 per 
cent. increase over that has been found insufh- 
cient to meet the demand, and country orders 
are being refused in view of the necessities of 
the home trade. In spite of the increased de- 
mand prices remain the same, The extra de- 
mand is for the finer class of goods both for pub- 
lic and private use. 

One feature of this year’s market is that, for 
the first time, an American machine-made crack- 
er has been put outin competition with the Chi- 
nese article, which has hitherto had pay aie | 
its own way. The new cracker is heavy presse 
and has a powerful look. It comes, however, 
only in a middle grade, about half way between 
the giant and the pigmy size. One dealer at- 
tributes the boom in the trade, which is 
really something remarkable, to Mayor 
Hewitt. He says that everything of 
importance which takes place in New-York is 
wired all over the country. When, therefore, 
Mayor Hewitt vetoed the Aldermen’s ordinance 
permitting the general use of fireworks, it ex- 
cited a general desire, not only in New-York 
but all over the country, to burn crackers, burst 
torpedoes, andin other ways make a patriotic 
movement of aloud and surprising character. 
This, according to the cynical dealer, is simply 
a@ natural attitude of human nature which loves 
todoanything which is forbidden. He thinks 
seriously of sending Mayor Hewitt a beautiful 
collection of dynamite bang-whangers, simply 
to show his gratitude.

ENDED IN SMOKE. 

The Executive Committee of the National 
Rifle Association yesterday considered the 
charges made by Lieuts. Pasco and Wilson 
against Gen. Charles F. Robbins, General In- 
spector of Rifle Practice. They claim that when 


at Creedmoor June 12 Lieut. Pasco, after firing 
one shot at the target, retired to the crowdinthe 
rear, leaving his rifle on the ground behind him. 
In a short time he returned for his gun, but by 
mistake took the wrong one, and passed into 
the crowd with it. Unaware that the rifle was 
loaded he snapped it while in the crowd and it 
exploded. The ball entered the ground, and no 
one was injured. Lieut. Pasco claims that Gen. 
Robbins used unnecessarily violent language in 
condemning this accident, and rated him ver 
severely. Lieut. Wilson interfered and, wit 
Lieut. Pasco, brought the charges of unofficer- 
like conduct against Gen. Robbins. 

The committee was of opinion that there was 
no just cause for the charges and dismissed 
them. Gen, Robbins had only done his cuty, it 
was held, as an officer of the association in up- 
holding the rules and regulations. The charges 
made by Gen. Robbins against the two Lieu- 
tenants—one of whom he accused of carelessness 
and the other of aiding and abetting it by inter- 
ference—were then faken up, the Executive Com- 
mittee coming to the conclusion that it had no 
jurisdiction in the matter. The Lieutenants have 
put the case before Adjt.-Gen. Porter, but it is 
said that he can do nothing in the matter, be- 
cause Gen. Robbins, at Creedmoor, was there as 
a citizen, Without even his military uniform, and 
acted only as an officer of the association.

BLUSHING WITH HONORS

DIPLOMAS FOR NORMAL COL- 
LEGE GRADUATES. 
SPEAKING, SINGING, AND RECITATIONS 
AT THE COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES 

IN THE COLLEGE CHAPEL. 


A very pretty sight was the chapel of the 
Normal College yesterday morning, with the 
biack-clothed dignitaries of the Board of Educa- 
tionon the platform, crowds of eager and expect- 
ant mothers, fathers, and friends, all packed 
into the back seats, around the walls and in the 
galleries, while massed in the centre of all sat 
the white-robed maidens of the graduating class, 
with flushed cheeks and sparkling eyes, speak- 
ing plainly of their happiness. 

The young ladies all looked handsome yester- 
day, and if there was a male person in the 
room who was not ready to admit it with all his 
heart he must have been under 21. The Board 
of Education entered the room first, headed by 
President Simmons, who escorted Mrs. Agnew. 
After they had taken their seats the pianist 
played a march and the members of the lower 
classes entered in line and stood at tntir seats. 
Then, after a pause, the march began again, and 
the whole audience rose and applauded as the 
blushing heroines of the hour, in all the dignity 


of their pride, marched to their places. Stand- 
ing at their seats, the whole school sang a sev- 
enteenth century choral by Gastorius, the quaint 
old harmonies sounding strangely sweet as 
intoned by the fresh young voices.

ANXIOUS ABOUT COPPER. 


THE CURIOUS POSITION OF THE DO- 
MESTIO MARKET. 

There is a good deal of anxiety on the 
Metal Exchange over copper. When the Calu- 
met and Hecla Company, the largest producer 
in this country, made contracts with large con- 
sumers for deliveries, at 10 cents a pound, of 
28,000,000 pounds up to November, a blow was 
struck at three interests. The dealer suffered 
because that amount of copper was withdrawn 
from his manipulation; the small consumer was 
affected, for the contracts looked only to the in- 


terests of large consumers, and enough mines to 
reduce the possible production by at least 10 
per cent. shut down, unable to produce at 10 
cents a pound without loss. 

The dealer and the large mines who adopted 
the Calumet and Hecla’s plan of selling direct to 
large consumers combined to keep copper quoted 
low. It was to the dealer’s interest to show the 
large mines that they could only lose by taking 
trade out of its ordinary channel. On the other 
hand the mine owners were interested in having 
it appear that they had sold well, and also in 
keeping the smaller mines idle. Between tho 
two the average consumer has been hard pushed 
to get copper. Dealers cannot deliver it at 
ruling prices. The year’s production, with only 
the mines in operation that are now running, 
can hardly exceed 150,000,000 pounds. Last 
year's domestic consumption was 123,000,000, 
an increase of 22 per cent. over the consump- 
tion_of 1885. Atleast that much increase is 
de ed certain this year, raising the domestic 
deniand to the full level of production. Last 
year’s exports amounted to 45,500,000 pounds. 
The amount sent abroad this year and that un- 
der contract for export already reaches 32,500,- 
000 pounds. The mines in Chili have gone far 
heretofore to supply the European demand. 
Those mines are not so productive as formerly. 
The export demand is thus likely to be larger 
than ever. 

In the face of this situation, with dealers shut 
off from handling copper in quantities to supply 
the various wants of small consumers, the price 
onthe Metal Exchange has been kept quite 
steadily at 10 cents. It was simply a posted 
rate, not representing dealings of any account. 
Yesterday it jumped to 101g. Predictions are 
abundant on the Exchange that a substantial 
advance is now assured. Purchases among 
themselves on futures were made yesterday at 
11 cents for Octoberand 12 cents for November. 
Until at least 11 cents shall be assured the mines 
closed by the 10-cent contracts dare not reopen. 
It is confidently asserted that the advance begun 
yesterday will be La ergs by the demands of 
small consumers until all the mines will be work- 
ing again by Fall. Meanwhile the Exchange 
dealers can sell copper only on paper. 


NEAR-AT-HAND REGATTAS. 


FINE PROSPECTS FOR THE ATLANTIC 
YACHT CLUB’S CRUISE. : 

The New-Rochelle Yacht Club’s annual 
regatta takes place to-morrow morning and 
promises to be an interesting affair. It will be 
followed on Monday by the annual regatta of 
the Larchmont Yacht Club, which will this year 
be unusually interesting. Among the yachts 
which are expected to start are the new sloops 
Titania and Shamrock, the new sloop Thistle, 


the Gracie, Fanny, Cinderella, Rover, Athlon, 
Clarita, Fanita, Hildegard, Mariota, Nympb, 
Santapogue. Schemer, Volusia, and Polly, the 
cutters Merlin, Mona, Rajah, Nora, and Surf, 
the yawl Plover, the schooners Magic and 
Gevalia, the jib and mainsails Ananda.

The new book of the Larchmont Club is out. 
It shows that the fleet this year consists of 17 
steamers, 23 schooners, 16 cutters and yawls, 
51 cabin sloops, 24 jib-and-mainsail yachts, 20 
catboats, and 2 catamarans; total, 153. 

After the Fourth of July, except for the match 
between the Titania and Shamrock, there wilil be 
a@ pause in yachting festivities until the begin- 
ning of the annual cruise of the Atlantic Yacht 
Club, which promises to be of unusual interest 
this year. The orders for the cruise have not 
yet been issued by Commodore F. C. Swan, 
but the date of the start is July 16, and the fleet 
will probably rendezvous ‘on that day at Black 
Rock, near Bridgeport. The cruise will last 
about a week, and will extend as far as New- 
Bedtord. There will be large prizes offered for 
special races to be sailed during the cruise, 
and there will be a special prize offered for 
the vessel making the best averagerun on the 
entire cruise. A number of features are in con- 
teinplation, which will make every day of the 
trip uncommonly interesting. The fleet will un- 
questionably be a fine one, and it is pretty safe 
to predict about 35 yachts will start, led, proba- 
bly, by the victorious Atlantic herself. The

HIGHER TAXES IN BROOKLYN. 

The final meeting of the Brooklyn Board 
of Estimate was held yesterday, and the appro- 
priations for the year drawn up for formal pres- 
entation tothe Aldermen.

schools was reduced to $500,000, and $20,000 
was appropriated for repaving the streets of the 
new Twenty-sixth Ward. The completed tables 
for appropriations show the total amount for 
the next year to be $8,036,738, an increase of 
$1,034,322 over the present year. The various 
departments wanted $10,300,000. Allowing for 
an increase of $25,000,000 in the assessed valua- 
tion of taxable property, the rate for the ensu- 
ing year will be between $2 72 and $2 75 per 
$100 of valuation.

THE SUBWAY SUIT AGAIN. 


MR, LAUTERBACH DENIES THE JUSTICE 
OF MR. M’MAHON’S CLAIM. 

One of the effects of Gov. Hill’s signing 
the Subway bill was to give new life to the suit 
of William McMahon, the New-Jersey electri- 
cian, against Maurice B. Flynn, Judge W. H. 
Kelly, the Consolidated Telegraph and Elec- 
trical Subway Company, and the American In- 
sulated Conduit Company for a breach of con- 
tract. Mr. McMahon claims that he helped get 
up the Consolidated Company and he wants the 
block of stock in that company which, 
in the contract, Mr. Flynn and Judge 
Kelly promised him for services ren- 
dered. The Consolidated Company denies Mr. 
McMahon’s claim upon it, and started in 
yesterday to prove its denial before United 


States Commissioner Shields. Louis Adaler, of 
Hoadly, Lauterbach & Johnson, conducted the 
examination, and the dozen lawyers who are 
trying the case were on hand to object to every 
nine questions out of ten. Edward Lauterbach 
wus the only witness. Mr. McMahon in his tes- 
timony some months ago had related his con- 
versations with Mr. Lauterbach. So far as Mr. 
MeMahon’s statements of these talks tended to 
show the liability of the Consolidated Company 
in the suit Mr. Lauterbach blandly denied them 
while testifying yesterday. He said in sub- 
stance: 

“The Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical 
Subway Company was incorporated in Decem- 
ber, 1885, with a capital subsequently increased 
to $12,000,000, I became a Director in August, 
1886, having previously been its attorney. Mr. 
MeMahon called on me in August, 1886, and 
said that he had been endeavoring to get up a 
company to put the wires under the ground by 
the Dorsett system, but inasmuch as the Consol- 
idated Company had met with success first he 
would like to become interested in that. He 
mentioned names of capitalists whom he could 
bring into the Consolidated, and said that if he 
succeeded in doing so he ought to be compen- 
sated. I told him if he had friends who were 
anxious to get in our, company they were the 
ones to compensate. ‘A few days later he re- 
turned and said he could not obtain the capital 
he had indicated. 

*T never had a conversation with Mr. Mc- 
Mahon in whichI told him that we would have 
to put off giving him stock because there was no 
President to sign the certificates. Mr. McMahon 
had set up a claim which I did not consider 
valid. He came to me and I said, ‘If you have 
a claim it issafe.’ I never admitted his claim, 
and when he and Senator Ecclesine came to me 
and talked about the matter I always questioned 
it. When Mr. Smith told me that this suit was 
going to be started I said that neither Mr. Flynn 
nor Mr. Kelly had anything to do with the Con- 
solidated Company; that they were connected 
with the Dorsett Company, and that the alleged 
contract probably referred to stock in that com- 
pany.

He reorganized 
the system of looking for and recording lost per- 
sons at Police Headquarters and attended to the 
multifarious business that falis to the lot of the 
ranking officer in the Superintendent’s ante- 
room. Ifhe does not change he will make an 
honest, conservative, and urbane Police 
Captain. Warts has for a long time been 
with Secretary Hopcroft in the Superintendent’s 
anteroom. He is one of the best penmen on 
the force, has seen and done active service, and 
is cool headed and obligmg. McLaughlin has 
for many years been Inspector Byrnes’s alter ego. 
There is a reward in the detective office for the 
man who will hoodwink him. His detective 
ability is unquestioned, and his destiny appears 
to be a return in the near future tothe Detective 
Bureau. Wall-street will be safe at night in his 
care. Carpenter is a stalwart young officer, 
whose character is first class. He is the Ches- 
terfield of the batch of Captains turned out yes- 
terday. 
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A CHALLENGE 10 MR. POWDERLY. 

Burnette G. Haskell, the Western Knight

Now Mr. Haskell declares that he has 
proved that Mr. Powderly was for years an act- 
ive, paying member of the Socialistic Party, and 
brands him as a traitor in joining the ranks of 
its enemies, 

Continuing, Mr. Haskell dares the General 
Master Workman to prefer charges against him 
in the courts of the Knights of Labor, and de- 
clares that he must do this or resign his position.
